M ore budget cuts and staff layoffs 
are in store for the San Francis¬ 
co AIDS Foundation, the agency is ex¬ 
pected to announce today (Thursday, 
January 30). 

Citing the 
“deepening 
effects of the 
nation’s eco¬ 
nomic down¬ 
turn,” and 
particularly 
the hard-hit 
Bay Area, 

SFAF Execu¬ 
tive Director 01 _ Ar ., ^ . 

Pat Christen SFAF s Pat Chrlsten 
said that the 

foundation is facing a $700,000 short¬ 
fall for the remainder of this budget 
year and a projected $1.6 million 
deficit for the 2003-04 budget year. 

The shortfalls require the founda¬ 
tion to reduce its staff by approxi¬ 
mately 20 employees in February, and 
there will also be service cuts, Chris¬ 
ten told the Bay Area Reporter, al¬ 
though specific positions and services 
affected will not be finalized until 
next week. After the layoffs and cuts, 
the foundation’s budget for the fiscal 
year 2003-04 will be $16.6 million, 
and SFAF will have about 60 employ¬ 
ees remaining. 

“The double whammy to tourism 
and the high tech industries, the $35 
billion dollar budget deficit at the 
state level, and the $300 million city 
deficit does not bode well for non¬ 
profits in general and in particular 
AIDS services,” said Christen, paint¬ 
ing a picture of threatened public 
funding as well as a strain on private 
donors affected by the poor economy. 
“Across the board we are having to 
prepare for what looks like a pretty 
difficult 18-24 months in funding.” 

The most recent cuts come just 
seven months after SFAF announced 
a $2.5 million budget gap for the fis¬ 
cal year that began July 1, 2002, a 
deficit that resulted in 28 layoffs, and 
pay cuts for the agency’s senior man¬ 
agement team. Christen herself took

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Media spotlight 
on 'bug chasers' 
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Rolling Stone's article on "bug chasers" has struck a nerve.

A s controversy contin¬ 
ues to swirl around a 
Rolling Stone article 
about “bug chasers” - 
gay men who deliberately get in¬ 
fected with HIV - a new docu¬ 
mentary film about the phenome¬ 
non premiering at a Berlin film 
festival next month is already cre¬ 
ating buzz. 

The film, called The Gift, exam¬ 
ines the subculture of gay men 
who fetishize HIV infection and 
seek out positive men to impreg¬ 
nate them with the virus. The film 
has already been accepted at several gay film 
festivals around the world and has been sub¬ 
mitted to San Francisco’s festival. 

“It’s a hot topic that no one is really talk¬ 
ing about. Between that article and this film, 
hopefully it will get people talking,” said 
Corey Eubanks, a queer film publicist who 


has seen a rough cut of the film. “There is a 
lot more going on in the barebacking and bug 
chasing community than either of the two 
pieces are getting into. Both skim the sur¬ 
face.” 

The February 6 Rolling Stone piece has al¬ 
ready produced a large outcry among some 


in the gay community who fear 
the piece - which reported one 
San Francisco doctor claiming 
that 25 percent of all new HIV 
infections among gay men can 
be credited to bug chasers - will 
be used by conservative groups 
to attack gay men. 

“Almost everyone I know is 
angry about the piece because 
the information is spurious, is 
unfounded, and is untrue,” said 
Larry Hanbrook, a community 
health specialist with the city’s 
Department of Public Health. 
“As a gay man in the city who 
has his fingers in a lot of pies, I 
don’t see much of that happen¬ 
ing. I don’t see a lot of guys who are negative 
saying they want to be positive.” 

Many of those interviewed for the Rolling 
Stone piece have disputed the quotes attrib¬ 
uted to them. Dr. Bob Cabaj, director of be¬

Gay lawmakers unveil 
legislative agenda

T he state’s five gay and lesbian lawmak¬ 
ers unveiled their legislative agenda in 
Sacramento on Tuesday, January 28, 
making legal protections for queer foster chil¬ 
dren, transgendered residents, and domestic 
partners their top priority during the 2003 
legislative session. 

As first reported by the Bay Area Reporter 
in December, the lawmakers introduced a 
bill, AB205, which will grant nearly all the 
legal rights and responsibilities married cou¬ 
ples receive to domestic partners. Authored 
by state Assemblywoman Jackie Goldberg 
(D-Los Angeles), the bill would grant such 
things as adoption rights, property rights, and 
bereavement rights to same-sex couples who 
register with the state as domestic partners. 

The bill is an attempt to enact civil unions 
in California but skirts using such a moniker. 
While many Californians support domestic 
partnerships, support begins to dwindle when 
using the term civil unions. State residents 
also supported a ban against gay marriages 
when voters passed Proposition 22 in 2000. 

* “Proposition 22, which restricts marriages 
to solely between men and women, is not 
being addressed in this bill at all and will not 
be,” Goldberg said during a news conference 
inside the state Capitol Tuesday morning. “It 
should be clear that this bill neither repeals 
nor amends Proposition 22 in any way. I 
would be very happy to introduce a bill that 
says any two consenting adults who want to 
marry can, but we are not there yet.” 

Assemblyman Paul Koretz (D-West Hol¬ 
lywood), a straight ally who introduced a civil 
union bill last year which never made it out 
of committee, has signed on as a co-author 
of Goldberg’s bill. On Tuesday, he said he 
supports the new approach to strengthening 
protections and rights for gay families.

“We fought hard for the civil union bill I 
carried but failed to get the necessary sup¬ 
port. Now we must choose a vehicle that pro¬ 
vides the most legal protections as soon as 
possible,” said Koretz. “Gross injustices still 
exist for gay and lesbian families. Surveys 
show a majority of Californians support 
equal treatment of gay and lesbian couples. 
This expansion of the rights for domestic 
partnerships will do just that.” 

In addition, Assemblywoman Christine 
Kehoe (D-San Diego), chair of the LGBT 
Caucus, introduced AB17, which would pro¬ 
hibit the state’s agencies and departments 
from granting contracts to companies that do 
not offer domestic partner benefits. 


“The inclusion of domestic partners in 
benefit packages expands respect in our work 
force and our state,” stated Kehoe. 

Making good on a campaign promise to 
push transgender rights legislation, Assem¬ 
blyman Mark Leno (D-San Francisco) intro¬ 
duced AB196 that would ban gender-based 
discrimination in housing and employment. 
If adopted, the bill would expand the state’s 
Fair Employment and Housing Act to ban 
discrimination in California on the basis of 
.gender. 

“My bill is very forthright and simple in 
its content. It protects transgendered indi¬ 
viduals,” said Leno. “The right to employ-

ment to the interest in the new 
services. 

Services will incorporate ele¬ 
ments such as Tai Chi centering, 
chanting, meditation, scripture 
readings, Dharma teachings, 
mindful movement, and sharing.

H H for renewal in May, Brian 
Cheu announced Monday, Janu¬ 
ary 27 that he is stepping down as 
executive director of the LGBT 
Community Center. 

According to the board and 
Cheu, the decision to launch a 
search for a new executive direc¬ 
tor was a mutual one. Cheu will 
remain on board until the new 
person is hired and will assist the 
board in its search. 

“It was a mutual decision based 
on the strategic needs of the orga¬ 
nization going forward. Brian 
filled a very strong foundation 
over the past year and it is a grow¬ 
ing and an evolving organization,” 
said Scott Wiener, co-chair of the 
center’s board of directors. “We are 
thinking strategically where we 
need to be in the future. Brian and 
the board came to a decision that a 
transition would be appropriate.” 

Taking on the $100,000-a-year 
job, Cheu set out to mend fences 
with various members of the 
queer community who felt ex¬ 
cluded from the center and to 
build up a strong membership 
base that would help with finan¬ 
cial support. 

Since the membership pro¬ 
gram’s launch, more than 2,100 
people have signed on as mem¬ 
bers. And through several forums 
and events, Cheu helped attract 
the transgender community 
through the center’s doors and has 
given the queer deaf community a 
larger presence. 

“Some groups were a little bit 
skeptical of what the center was 
going to be like. I wanted to reach 
out to those groups and make 
them eager to partner with the or¬ 
ganization,” Cheu said Monday in 
an interview with the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “With that foundation in 
place, it is a really good place for

my successor to take the center to 
its next level.” 

While Cheu helped the center 
to surpass its usage goals, dou¬ 
bling the anticipated 1,000 people 
per week expected to use the 
building to 2,000 per week, there 
have been problems. The center 
cut back on its hours of operation, 
closing Sundays and opening later 
some mornings. Its initial room 
rental rates were too high for 
some smaller nonprofit groups, 
leading the center to offer a 50 
percent discount to those agencies 
with yearly budgets of less than 
$250,000. 

And despite the high, usage 
rate, the center had problems early 
on attracting people into the 
building. After complaints that its 
entrance was too austere and un¬ 
inviting, Cheu had staff rearrange 
furniture and program exhibits in 
the center’s lobby. 

“We held off initially on load¬ 
ing down the lobby area with lots 
of different furniture, materials, 
and posters and pictures thinking 
that perhaps we would like to keep 
it an open area,” explained Cheu. 
“As we have found out by putting 
more time into developing that 
area it is much warmer, much 
more open now that we have a sit¬ 
ting area and added plants. Small 


things like that turn the center, 
which could be seen as a little bit 
industrial, and now you find more 
people want to hang out there.” 

Other problems with the 
ground floor areas persist. A 
planned cafe has yet to open, with 
initial interest from local coffee¬ 
house operators never cementing 
into a deal. A promised ticket box 
office for local productions and 
events also has failed to open. 

The next executive director will 
be expected to get both of those 
ventures off the ground along 
with kick-starting the center’s 
business and economic develop¬ 
ment programs and increasing the 
number of long-term tenants. 

Cheu, who turns 40 this year, 
said he has no immediate plans 
after he leaves his position. The 
center’s first search for an execu¬ 
tive director lasted more than a 
year, with the board’s first pick 
opting not to take the job. Three 
months later, in March 2002, the 
board announced that it had of¬ 
fered Cheu the position. 

“Under Brian’s leadership, we 
have laid much of the groundwork 
for the center to grow and become 
a vital part of the city,” said board 
co-chair Randi Gerson. “We are 
excited about the future and about 
being a venue where new ideas 
come alive, where LGBT art and 
culture grow, where community 
members come to find support, 
and where we learn how to build a 
stronger community.” ▼

The District 3 representative 
and guest of honor at the neigh¬ 
borhood’s new business politely 
accepted an “I Rub My Duckie” vi¬ 
brator - part of a new line de¬ 
signed not to embarrass travelers 
at airport security gates - as a 
token of appreciation from top ex¬ 
ecutives of the multimillion dollar 
San Francisco-based business. 

The private reception was held 
Thursday, January 23 at 1620 Polk 
Street, the third retail location for 
Good Vibes, also located on Va¬ 
lencia Street in the Mission Dis¬ 
trict and on San Pablo Avenue in 
Berkeley. 

“I am delighted - no pun in¬ 
tended - to be here helping to 
stimulate the economy,” remarked 
Peskin, who added that the sex toy 
industry could be one of the few 
“recession proof” businesses. 

While most industries have suf¬ 
fered during the economic down¬ 
turn, Good Vibes’ sales increased 
over the last couple of years. Pe¬ 
skin also praised Good Vibrations 
for its cooperation with neighbors 
and community-minded ap¬ 
proach to doing business.

TG assault case 


headed for settlement

A lawsuit filed by a transgen¬ 
der man alleging sexual as¬ 
sault at the hands of city law 
enforcement appears to be head¬ 
ed toward a settlement. 

Transgender activist Robert 
Haaland, known mostly for his 
work on behalf of housing and 
labor issues, could be awarded 


$107,500 for the mistreatment he 
allegedly endured during an arrest 
after a demonstration in 1999. The 
San Francisco Police Commission 
unanimously approved the settle¬ 
ment last month, and the Board of 
Supervisors approved it after a first 
reading on Monday, January 27. A 
second reading is expected at the 
next board meeting, and the set¬ 
tlement will then go to Mayor 
Willie Brown for his signature. 

The original case, Homes Not 
Jails v. the City of San Francisco - 
filed in state court but moved to 
the U.S. District Court upon the 
city’s request - maintained that 
Haaland was assaulted in jail 
when police officers discovered he 
was transgender. 

According to Haaland, the ha¬ 
rassment began when an officer, 
apparently informed by an outside 
party that Haaland was transgen¬ 
der, dragged him from his cell and 
proceeded to verbally badger him. 

“For the next hour and a half, 
they were making jokes, and then 
went into this whole thing that my 
driver’s license - which says I am 
male - must be fraudulent,” Haaland 
told the Bay Area Reporter in 2001. 

Eventually, Haaland asked to 


go the bathroom, and a woman 
officer arrived to escort him. Haa¬ 
land said he explained to the offi¬ 
cer that he was transgender and 
would be using the men’s room. 

“She went and got another of¬ 
ficer, a young guy, who took me to 
the bathroom,” said Haaland. “Be¬ 
fore I went in, he asked me, ‘Do 
you have any implants?’ I asked 
him what he meant and he got all 
embarrassed and confused.

Bush discusses 
AIDS in speech

|g%> ecurity concerns and the in- 
Y|y creasingly likely military 
%0 confrontation with Iraq 
dominated President George W. 
Bush’s State of the^Union address 
Tuesday, January 28. AIDS, howev¬ 
er, received its greatest prominence 
ever in such a presidential address. 

The teaser came in the intro¬ 
ductory moments when Bush 
said, “We have the opportunity to 
save millions of lives abroad from 
a terrible disease.” The delivery 
came about halfway through the 
speech, immediately before focus¬ 
ing on terrorism and Iraq. 

Bush noted that the cost of 
combination therapy within im¬ 
poverished countries “has 
dropped from $12,000 a year to 
under $300 a year - which places a 
tremendous possibility within our 
grasp.” 

“Ladies and gentlemen, seldom 
has history offered a greater op¬ 
portunity to do so much for so 
many. We have confronted and 
will continue to confront AIDS in 
our own country. And to meet a 
severe and urgent crisis abroad, 
tonight I propose the Emergency 
Plan for AIDS Relief.” 

The combination of preven¬ 
tion and therapy will “treat at least 
2 million people.” He asked Con¬ 
gress “to commit $15 billion over 
the next five years, including near¬ 
ly $10 billion in new money, to 
turn the tide against AIDS in the 
most affected nations in Africa 


and the Caribbean.” 

Further details of the program 
are likely to be revealed Friday, 
January 31, in an anticipated af¬ 
ternoon meeting with the Presi¬ 
dential Advisory Council on 
HIV/AIDS. 

Patrick Guerriero, executive di¬ 
rector of Log Cabin Republicans, 
said that the plan and pending ap¬ 
pointments of new members to 
the council make it “clear that the 
Bush administration is fully com¬ 
mitted to combating HIV/AIDS 
here and across the world.” He 
said that his organization was 
committed to lobbying Congress 
and the administration “to insure 
this fight is focused, fully funded, 
and ultimately successful.” 

Paul Davis, with ACT 
UP/Philadelphia, has been one of 
the most fervent advocates for ac¬ 
cess to treatment for Africa. That 
advocacy once led to his arrest 
outside the White House. Davis 
had only kind words for the 
speech. “Tonight, we applaud the 
president for acting to address the 
plague of AIDS in Africa, and we 
are particularly encouraged by his 
focus on getting treatment for 2 
million people.” 

“The president’s announce¬ 
ment is a tremendously encourag¬ 
ing sign that he is faking this issue 
seriously, not just on a rhetorical 
level, but in terms of the budget,” 
said Paul Zeitz, executive director 
of the Global AIDS Alliance. “We 
are especially delighted he so clear¬ 
ly recognized the urgent need for 
cost-effective AIDS treatment.” T 
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year-old Breauna left Colorado to 
move in with Cassin. 

It wasn’t until they had arrived 
in the Castro that Breauna learned 
that Cassin, like the adopted fa¬ 
ther she barely remembered, also 
had HIV. 

“Breauna has been an incredible 
life force for me being positive. David 
and Breauna came into my life be¬ 
fore there were protease inhibitors 
and all my friends were dying,” re¬ 
called Cassin. “My greatest fear was I 
had found them and then the other 
shoe would drop and I would put 
Bre through all that suffering she had 
already gone through.” 

His fears went unfounded, and 
soon Cassin had enlisted Breauna 
for his numerous public speaking 
engagements. While he talked 
about living with HIV, the 8-year- 
old girl at his side would grab the 
microphone to convince those par¬ 
ents in the audience to talk to their 
kids about being HIV-positive 

“Your kids deserve to know. It’s 
just going to hurt them more in 
the long run if they don’t know,” 
Breauna would say. “Kids are 
going to see you taking pills and 
are going to know.” 

“In Breauna, I saw a very clear 
example of how loss can be this 
transformer in a positive way,” 
Cassin said. “The loss of her original 
family, of her adopted dad, a new 
dad at the time who is HIV-positive,

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Bush’s AIDS statement 


W e were as surprised as anyone 
watching President Bush’s State of 
the Union address Tuesday when 
he devoted several minutes of his speech to 
fighting AIDS and requested that Congress 
commit $15 billion over five years to an 
emergency relief fund to fight the disease in 
Africa and the Caribbean. (That figure in¬ 
cludes $10 billion in new money.) Whether 
Congress will come through - and more 
importantly, where the money will come 
from - remains to be seen. But with the ad¬ 
ministration gearing up for war against 
Iraq, and the economy faltering in this 
country, the fact that Bush talked about 
AIDS at all is amazing. 

Bush said that his plan “will prevent 7 
million new AIDS infections, treat at least 2 
million people with life-extending drugs, 
and provide humane care for millions of 
people suffering from AIDS and children 
orphaned by AIDS.” He acknowledged the 
extremely high toll the disease is taking in 
Africa, where nearly 30 million people have 
the HIV virus. And he noted that only 
50,000 people living with AIDS are receiv¬ 
ing the medicines they need. 

The president also said that AIDS is pre¬ 
ventable, though he skirted the fact that 
condom use is one of the best ways to avoid 
contracting the HIV virus. 

With his prominent focus on AIDS 
Tuesday night, Bush seems to be attempting 
to make amends to the AIDS community 
and others for last week’s debacle involving 
the appointment of homophobe lerry 
Thacker to the Presidential Advisory Coun¬ 
cil on HIV/AIDS. Thacker, as most readers 
have now heard, once referred to AIDS as a 
“death style” and called it the “gay plague.” 
That the administration even considered 
appointing someone like Thacker to the 
council is frightening. Thacker wisely with¬ 
drew his name from consideration, pre¬ 
sumably under pressure from officials with 
the Health and Human Services Depart¬ 
ment who oversee the council. 

There remain major problems with the 


administration’s approach to fighting AIDS. 
Several social conservative ideologues hold 
leadership positions within HHS and the ad¬ 
ministration pushes abstinence-only sex ed¬ 
ucation in this country, withholding 
from the nation’s young people vi¬ 
tally important information on 
safe sex and the prevention of , 
sexually transmitted diseases. In¬ 
formation on HIV/AIDS has been 
removed from government Web 
sites. Additionally, with the looming 
threat of war, increased spending to fight 
terrorism, and the massive tax 
cut proposal that dispropor¬ 
tionately benefits the rich, we 
don’t know where the money 
will come from to fund Bush’s AIDS plan. 

For all the talk about AIDS this week, 
Bush remains hostile to gay and lesbian 
Americans. The Stonewall Democratic Club 


released its “State of the Bush Administra¬ 
tion” report noting that the administration 
has revised federal law to allow anti-gay dis¬ 
crimination in federally-funded programs, 
and has withheld federal funds from gay 
and lesbian health programs. While 
Bush’s remarks on AIDS are a begin¬ 
ning, the administration clearly “has 
shown disdain for issues of equality,” 
as Stonewall’s Chad Johnson put it. 

We urge Congress to adopt Bush’s 
proposal to fight AIDS in Africa, and 
^ to fully fund the package. At the 
same time, as the presidential 
advisory council meets later 
this week, we urge members to 
resist the administration’s 
problematic faith-based approach to fight¬ 
ing the disease. Medical science should pre¬ 
vail over religious dogma in the battle 
against HIV/AIDS. ▼

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Are racism and homophobia related?

D esiring to forge into regulation non- 
discriminatory practices that fight so¬ 
cial inequity, white gay and lesbian ac¬ 
tivists have in recent years gone into battle 
armed with quotes and strategies from the 
legacy of Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. But in 
doing so, these advocates have been met 
with rebuke from the African American 
community at large and scorn from the gen¬ 
eral public. Why is this? As we prepare once 
again to celebrate the legacy of King and the 
accomplishments of black historians during 
Black History Month, it’s only fitting that 
the controversial topic of homophobia ver¬ 
sus racism be revisited. 

Being gay, African American, and a di¬ 
rect descendant of victims of this utterly im¬ 
moral era in our national past, the attempt¬ 
ed parallel of racism and homophobia of¬ 
fered chiefly by white gay and lesbian social 
leaders appalled even me - initially. 

How can white, middle-to-upper-class, 
gay and lesbian America fix their lips to offer 
so loosely such a comparison? One friend 
commented that until “...straight America 
begins burning down entire gay communi¬ 
ties, having random ‘picnics’ (old slave mas¬ 
ter lingo for: let’s PIC-a-NIG-ger and lynch 
’em) where the gay community represents 
dessert, or start wantonly slaughtering us 
like animals in the streets, in broad daylight, 
I can’t see any remote comparison.” 

Inwardly, I’ve even made attempts to dis¬ 
credit the validity of the white gay and les¬ 
bian advocates’ audacity. But lately, I’ve been 
compelled to differ with the opinions of 
others who choose to rally on the side of 
mainstream America, when it relates to the 
topic of racism and homophobia. 

And this is my reasoning. 

I recently viewed a cable airing of the mo¬ 
tion picture, School Ties , filmed in 1992, star¬ 
ring actors Brendon Fraser and Matt 
Damon. The plot consisted of a silently big¬ 
oted prep school back in 1955, and a schol¬ 


arship student (Fraser), who conceals the 
fact that he’s Jewish to his fellow, blatantly 
anti-Semitic colleagues. As I watched the 
film unfold, I noticed that I was revisiting 
some of the same frustrating emotions that 
I had previously aimed toward mainstream 
America after seeing another motion pic¬ 
ture, Rosewood (released in 1997). This mo¬ 
tion picture starred equally talented African 
American actor, Ving Rhames, and also vet¬ 
eran actor Jon Voight. Rosewood dealt can¬ 
didly with the horrifying effects of racism in 
America that took place back in 1923 in 
the small, central Florida town of Rose¬ 
wood, inhabited predominantly by 
black farmers and land owners. But 
because of one white woman’s false 
accusation of being raped by a black 
man, a posse from the nearby, vir¬ 
tually all-white town of Sumner vi¬ 
ciously massacred almost the en¬ 
tire town of independent 
African Americans. As I 
watched this movie in the 
theater with a friend, I re¬ 
member noticing white viewers and those of 
other ethnicities through the darkness often 
wiping their eyes and blowing their noses. 
Rosewood captivated the emotions of virtu¬ 
ally everyone in the room that day. 

One crippling parallel exists within the 
consciousness of both these independent, 
yet eye-opening plots; that omnipresent, in¬ 
fectious germ known as racism. 

Although the issues of racism and ho¬ 
mophobia in America house very distinct 
differences, the underlying and fundamen¬ 
tal characteristics of both social diseases re¬ 
main closely related. Both exist only because 
of the established viral social condition - so¬ 
cietal fear. As Americans, for most of us, it’s 
simply too difficult to coexist harmonious¬ 
ly with those among us who do not blend in 
with our established norms. But this can¬ 
cerous fear fuels racism, which in turn, is 
homophobia’s Corsican twin. 

Whether this culprit - fear - is camou¬ 
flaged within the popular biblical interpre¬ 


tation of religious legalists, or covered under 
the itching, irritating blanket of established, 
unjust legislation, it is still as powerful a so¬ 
cially numbing truth today, as it was in 1955 
for the Jewish scholarship recipient, and in 
1923 for the victims of Rosewood, Florida. 

And as the topic of racism and homo¬ 
phobia relates to mainstream African Amer¬ 
ica, by virtue of our own, firsthand, Ameri¬ 
can history, we should be the very last seg¬ 
ment of society to assemble against any 
party in this nation that dares to declare war 
on authentic injustice. Our black social 
leaders should be represented in droves sur¬ 
rounding the gay and lesbian community’s 
bloodstained banner - the rainbow flag - 
that symbolizes our right to 
peacefully coexist, encouraging 
us onward toward a triumphant 
victory over social intolerance. 
Instead, we rest silent and idle 
on our “I’ve finally ar¬ 
rived” comfortable sofas, 
as our same-gender-lov¬ 
ing black children contin¬ 
ue to die from the chronic strangleholds of 
fear, ignorance, and pride. And to top it off, 
we have the audacity to proclaim that we’re 
Christian! Religious? Perhaps. Christian? 
Only God can judge that claim. 

I’m fully persuaded that Jesus Christ, by 
virtue of his godly nature as depicted in bib¬ 
lical accounts, would have been first in the 
line of volunteers to be this nation’s gay and 
lesbian community’s flag bearer if he were 
with us in physical form today. Because 
Christ was quoted in scripture and in writ¬ 
ten accounts of his humanity while among 
us as being one who had come to “set the 
captive free.” 

It’s 2003. It’s time to be free! ▼

My lessons from QNSF and Homocore (queer an¬ 
archist-punk scene circa late 1980s) is that losing one¬ 
self in the mob mentality of a group is no better than 
when people kill in the name of Yahweh, Allah, Christ, 
Buddha, or communism: the act is immoral - no ex¬ 
cuses - confront your individual responsibilities. 

Before you call yourself gay men, know the life and 
works of Walt Whitman, Edward Carpenter, Bayard 
Rustin, and other men who know democ¬ 
racy to its fullest potential: where philos 
and eros embrace. If you call yourself an¬ 
archist, know the life and works of Henry 
David Thoreau, Anne Hutchinson, Emma 
Goldman, and the Diest revolutionary U.S. 
forefathers. Otherwise, everybody can 
see through your facade as you embar¬ 
rass yourself and insult the people you 
claim to represent. 

Direct your impassioned energies constructively: 
work in a humanitarian/construction field and/or the 
arts, pay taxes for social services, shop consciously, in¬ 
vest wisely, nurture family/friendships, love, learn, and 
vote. If you want no part of this, please find some 
other part of the world that you can be constructive 
on this Earth. You’re not helping any of us.

Waging war against LGBT health 

The Bush administration’s attempt to appoint Jerry 
Thacker to the Presidential Advisory Council on 
HIV/AIDS is yet another demonstration of how the 
administration has waged war against the health of the 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, and transgender community. 

Thacker’s description of homosexuality as a 
“deathstyle” and references to HIV/AIDS as the “gay 
plague” represents extreme ignorance and homopho¬ 
bia on his part. Writings on his Web site are not only 
inflammatory, but promote intolerance and serve as a 
call for action against a community already known to 
be at risk of medical-marginalization and violent hate 
crimes. How can a person with such contempt for an 
entire group of citizens be appointed to serve in a gov¬ 
ernmental advisory position? How can the adminis¬ 
tration act in such an irresponsible manner? 

Thacker’s attempted appointment to the Presiden¬ 
tial Advisory Council on HIV/AIDS is merely anoth¬ 
er step in the Bush administration’s systematic attack 
on initiatives designed to improve the quality of 
health for LGBT Americans. Study after study has 
shown that the LGBT community continues 
to face significant barriers to access for 
II quality health care. It would seem that the 
administration supports continuing the 
tradition of ostracizing minority groups 
at risk. 

In 2002, the Gay and Lesbian Med¬ 
ical Association, our members, and the 
entire LBGT community witnessed the 
Bush administration wage an all-out 
war against us. While Senate Majority Leader Bill Frist 
(R-Tennessee) talks of closing the gaps in health care 
disparities for medically-marginalized communities, 
the government and its minions continue to tear apart 
the fabric of LGBT health placing groups such as 
LGBT youth and persons living with HIV/AIDS at 
even greater risk. 

In 2002 HHS revoked funding from one of the 
largest and most respected lesbian health conferences. 
The CDC pulled all information regarding condom 
use in HIV risk reduction from its Web site. The Bush 
administration reduced funding to one of the only 
national organizations existing to promote the health 
of the LGBT community by over 97 percent while in¬ 
creasing funding to abstinence-until-marriage sex ed¬ 
ucation programs. 

How many attacks can be lobbied against our 
community before political leaders and American cit¬ 
izens cry foul? 

When the rights of any marginalized group are 
threatened we are all threatened. Who will be attacked 
when the administration has finished decimating 
health care for the LGBT community? We’ve already 
seen the beginning in the assault on affirmative action 
programs. Who’s next? 

While Thacker has wisely withdrawn his name 
from consideration for the committee, the fact that he 
was even tapped should send chills down everyone’s 
spine. This administration’s consideration of ap¬ 
pointing someone with such disdain for our commu¬ 
nity is appalling. The line must be drawn in the sand 
and the Bush administration must be held account¬ 
able for its actions that speak of hate, ignorance and 
contempt toward those who are either different or 
disagree with their policies. 

The gay community is first, but rest assured that 
President Bush’s “compassionate conservativism” will 
come looking for other minority groups soon. 


I was interested to read Michael Lauro’s compelling 
piece on the AIDS crisis engulfing the globe [“Where’s 
Pelosi on global AIDS,” Guest Opinion, January 16]. Mr. 
Lauro asked Nancy Pelosi to use her leadership posi¬ 
tion to change the course of history - because the road 
we are on is indeed very dark. Eighty million people 
could become infected with HIV by 2010 and 95 per¬ 
cent of those currently infected have no access to med¬ 
ications; only 10 percent have access to palliative care 
or treatment for opportunistic infections. 

While the good news is that we know how to treat 
people with AIDS in poor countries - Doctors With¬ 
out Borders and others have proven that programs in 
resource-poor regions are as successful as treatment 
programs in San Francisco, we know how much pro¬ 
grams will cost (about a movie ticket and popcorn for 
each American) - and the Global Fund for AIDS, TB 
and Malaria is operating and ready to finance good 
programs. The horrible news is that Bush adminis¬ 
tration apathy is currently winning and the Global 
Fund is now practically broke because the U.S. won’t 
give our fair share. The lack of political will to even 
try to combat global AIDS is what the New York Times 
called “murder by complacency.” 

This week Senator Richard Durbin’s (D-Illinois) 
amendment bringing $100 million more for the fund 
this year - far less than what is needed - could galva-

Who was 

Frederick the Great?

January 24, 1712 (291 years ago 
this month): Prussian king Fred¬ 
erick the Great is born 

rederick the Great, king of 
fc Prussia from 1740 to 1786, 

became a model for a new 
type of ruler - the “enlightened 
despot.” Full of contradictions, 
Frederick was both a ruthless mil¬ 
itary commander and a sensitive 
man who loved art and philosophy 
and introduced many liberal re¬ 
forms. Interestingly, although he 
had sexual relationships with men, 
he did not abolish laws that im¬ 
posed harsh penalties for sodomy. 

Frederick was born in Berlin in 
January 1712, son of King Freder¬ 
ick William I and Sophia 
Dorothea, daughter of King 
George I of England. He became 
heir to the throne after two older 
brothers, both also named Freder¬ 
ick, died in infancy. Frederick 
William was an autocratic and 
sometimes abusive father who hu¬ 
miliated his son in public and 
denigrated him for his effemina¬ 
cy. The king was determined to 
make a military leader out of his 
son, but young Frederick pre¬ 
ferred to study languages, French 
literature, and music. 

In 1730, at age 18, Frederick at¬ 
tempted to escape his father’s con¬ 
trol by fleeing to England with his 
close companion and probable 
lover, Lieutenant Hans von Katte. 
The king uncovered the plot, and 
the two young men were captured 
and imprisoned. Frederick 
William ordered his son to watch 
Katte’s execution from his cell 
window, but young Frederick 
fainted as his companion was be¬ 
headed. Only with difficulty did 
fellow monarchs dissuade the king 
from executing Frederick as well. 

Eventually Frederick was re¬ 
leased, after which he settled in 
Rheinsberg, where he occupied 
himself with literature, music, and 
philosophy. He submitted to an 
arranged marriage to Elizabeth 
von Braunschweig-Bevern, but it 
was a loveless union and the cou¬ 
ple produced no children. In the 
ensuing years Frederick lived 
apart from his wife, had no 
known mistresses, and showed lit¬ 
tle interest in women, who were 
all but absent at his court. While

many historians and gay advo¬ 
cates maintain that Frederick was 
homosexual, others believe that he 
was asexual or impotent. 

In 1740, upon his father’s 
death, Frederick assumed the 
throne. Despite his previous lack 
of interest in military pursuits, as 
king he carried out several wars of 
conquest. During the Seven Years 
War (1756-1763), Frederick near¬ 
ly suffered a defeat before entering 
into an alliance with Russia and 
emerging victorious; the two 
countries later divided up the ter¬ 
ritory of Poland. During his reign 
Prussia doubled in size. Frederick 
gained a reputation as a brilliant 
military strategist, and his tactics 
influenced the course of modern 
warfare. 

In addition to his military vic¬ 
tories, Frederick also instituted 
many liberal reforms at home. An 
avowed atheist, he encouraged re¬ 
ligious tolerance and believed the 
state should not favor one religion 
over another. “All religions, if one 
examines them, are founded on 
superstitious systems, more or less 
absurd,” he wrote. Frederick es¬ 
tablished freedom of the press, 
abolished torture, limited the use 
of the death penalty, and institut¬ 
ed many legal reforms. He broad¬ 
ened access to education and 
modernized the country’s infra¬ 
structure. During the course of his 
reign he built Prussia into a major 
European power. 

A devoted patron of the arts 
and sciences, Frederick played the 
flute, composed music, and wrote 
extensively on such topics as poli¬ 


tics, history, and philosophy. At his 
Potsdam residence, Sans Souci, he 
surrounded himself with scholars 
and authors. The most famous of 
these was the French writer 
Voltaire, who described the king 
as one who “gives battle as readily 
as he writes an opera; who takes 
advantage of all the hours that 
other kings waste following a dog 
chasing after a stag; he has written 
more books than any of his con¬ 
temporary princes has sired bas¬ 
tards; and he has won more victo¬ 
ries than he has written books.” 

Although Frederick believed 
that a king must rule with ab¬ 
solute authority, he maintained 
that such power should be used 
for the good of his subjects. 
“[S]upreme power has not been 
confined to him in order that he 
may live in lazy luxury, enriching 
himself by the labor of the people, 
being happy while everyone else 
suffers,” he wrote. 

Nevertheless, his elevated posi¬ 
tion allowed “Old Fritz” (as he was 
nicknamed) the freedom to en¬ 
gage in behavior that could have 
led to serious consequences for a 
commoner, including possible 
flogging and imprisonment. Fred¬ 
erick’s affairs with men were an 
open secret, and he was said to be 
particularly fond of young pages. 
Voltaire, who developed a con¬ 
tentious relationship with the king 
over the years, satirized Frederick 
with an ambiguously queer char¬ 
acter in his play Candide. 

Frederick the Great died in 
1786 in Potsdam and was suc¬ 
ceeded by his nephew, Frederick 
William II. ▼

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CA GOP continues 
intra-party fighting

1 j| | ith Democrats in charge 
4/f I V of every statewide office, 
! W both houses of the state 
Legislature, holding both U.S. Sen¬ 
ate seats and a majority of the 
House delegation, one would 
think that the California Republi¬ 
can Party would be trying to end 
years of intra-party feuding as 
members prepare to meet in 
Sacramento for the state conven¬ 
tion next month. But, alas, to the 
despair of the Grand Old Party 
and the delight of the California 
Democrats, it is not to be. 

The campaign to elect a new 
chair of the state GOP next month 
is tearing the Republicans apart. 
Indeed, as Republicans meet to 
elect new party officers and try to 
rebuild the state party, the contest 
between Bill Back, the conser¬ 
vative vice chair of the 
state party, and Northern 
California Lincoln Club 
President Duf Sundheim 
has turned into a classic 
case of who is the most 
conservative, and who 
apparently has the 
most clout with 
the Bush White 
House. 

Outgoing 
chair Shawn Steel, once an ally 
of Back’s but who now supports 
Sundheim, has an ongoing feud 
with Gerald Parsky, the Los An¬ 
geles millionaire businessman 
who is George W. Bush’s go-to 
guy in California. Steel hates 
Parsky because he led a drive a 
couple of years ago to make the 
party operation a bit more profes¬ 
sional and Steel saw the move as 
one to take away some of his au¬ 
thority. Indeed, Steel and his allies 
dislike Parsky so much that they 
continue to blast him to the media 
and constantly blame him for the 
party’s sorry record in past elec¬ 
tions. 

Back’s problem is that he cir¬ 
culated an e-mail in 1999 contain¬ 
ing writings by someone (no, not 
Trent Lott) suggesting the nation 
would have benefited if the South 
had won the Civil War, clearly not 
a good move for a party suppos¬ 
edly trying to shed its image as 
hostile to minorities. In fact, it’s 
those writings that prompted 
Shannon Reeves, a young Oak- 
lander who is the GOP state party 
secretary, to ask Back to withdraw 
from the race. Reeves, the state 
party’s highest-ranking African 
American who says he’s neutral in 
the race, noted that he has en¬ 
dured racism within the state 
party and claims the party has 
used him for “window dressing.” 

Sundheim, a Silicon Valley 
lawyer and the other candidate for 
state party chair, has his own 
problems: mainly that he once 
contributed $1,000 to a Democrat 
- former presidential candidate 
Bill Bradley. Such a contribution 
is an unforgivable sin in Califor¬ 
nia Republican Party politics. Just 
ask Richard Riordan. 

Meanwhile, last week the Cali¬ 
fornia Republican Assembly en¬ 
dorsed Back; they are the more 
conservative group of party vol¬ 
unteers who are very pro-life, pro¬ 
gun, anti-tax, and anti-gay. The 
more mainstream California Con¬ 
gress of Republicans recently en¬ 
dorsed Sundheim, but in terms of 
membership, CRA has a larger 
core group and therefore, pre¬ 


sumably controls more delegates. 

Some Republicans fear that 
after next month’s state GOP con¬ 
fab is over, Back will likely win the 
powerful chair position and an 
even more fractured state GOP 
will emerge. 

As for Reeves? Well, one rumor 
has him dropping a bombshell at 
the convention and threatening to 
change his registration to Democ¬ 
rat. One thing is certain - the Cal¬ 
ifornia Republican Party circular 
firing squad is alive and well and 
Art Torres and his Democratic 
Party operatives wouldn’t have it 
any other way.

Board of Supes President Matt 
Gonzalez made two very good 
appointments last week when he 
renamed Supervisor Aaron Pe- 
skin chair of the powerful Finance 
Committee and named 
rookie Supervisor 
Be van Dufty chair of 
the City Services 
Committee. 

As President 
Bush gave his second 
State of the Union ad¬ 
dress Tuesday night, 
the latest New 
York 

Times/CBS 
News Poll 
showed his public support has 
eroded steadily over the past 12 
months, with a rising number of 
Americans expressing more and 
more discontent with both his 
economic policies and his han¬ 
dling of foreign affairs; 59 percent 
now approve of the way Bush is 
handling his job, the lowest it has 
been since the terrorist attacks on 
the Pentagon and the World Trade 
Center in September 2001. A cor¬ 
responding Washington Post/ ABC 
News Poll this week found similar 
dissatisfaction with Bush. 

One of Assemblyman Mark 
Leno’s (D-San Francisco) fresh¬ 
man class members in the new As¬ 
sembly is none other than 76- 
year-old Mervyn Dymally (D- 
Los Angeles), who was first elected 
to the Assembly back in 1962, and 
later served as a state senator, lieu¬ 
tenant governor, and U.S. House 
member. Dymally, a man who was 
a close personal friend of the late 
President John Kennedy, is now 
back on the floor of the Assembly 
trying to solve the state’s budget 
problems. 

Supe Tom Ammiano and for¬ 
mer Supe Angela Alioto, both 
candidates for mayor, were spot¬ 
ted having lunch last week and 
wouldn’t we’ve liked to have over¬ 
heard that conversation? 

Supervisor Gavin Newsom, 
his wife, Kimberly Guilfoyle- 
Newsom, and Arts Commission¬ 
er Stanlee Gatti are the co-hosts 
behind next week’s benefit for the 
LGBT Community Center featur¬ 
ing entertainer Sharon McNight. 
The event takes place Thursday, 
February 6 and includes hosted 
bar and great food (Tix: $125. For 
info, call 415-437-9605). 

Meanwhile, though both the 
S.F. Daily Journal and the 
Recorder , the state’s two daily legal 
papers, ran very positive stories 
last week on City Attorney Dennis 
Herrera’s first year in office, the 
popular Herrera continues to 
brush aside suggestions that he, 
too, jump into the fray to replace 
Mayor Willie Brown. 

If you are a fan of Pat Mur¬ 
phy’s San Francisco Sentinel Web 


site (as I am), be sure to check out 
his recent column entitled “Old 
smell from new board.” Murphy 
called the recent Golden Gate 
Bridge District appointments 
“smelly” when the Board of Super¬ 
visors (which makes several of the 
appointments) replaced incum¬ 
bent Joe Blue, an African Ameri¬ 
can appointed two years ago, with 
Janet Reilly, a wealthy, white 
woman who Murphy describes as 
“a polished television queen [she’s 
a former news anchor] turned 
spokesperson for Republican 
Mayor Richard Riordan and 
Mervyn’s Department Stores, mar¬ 
ried to monied alley fighter Clint 
Reilly.” Now, I don’t know Blue 
and while it’s been hinted that he

ince the announcement of 

' | the closing of Oscar Wilde 
; Bookshop, the oldest gay 
bookstore in the world, there’s 
been a lot of undue finger-wagging 
at New York City’s gay communi¬ 
ty for not keeping the store alive. 
Specifically, queer youth have been 
scolded for not appreciating and 
sustaining gay culture. As sad as 
the demise of the store is, however, 
we should accept its closing as part 
of the continuum of gay and les¬ 
bian history and not, as some are 
calling it, a great tragedy. 

The New York Times’ coverage 
of Oscar Wilde’s closing was ap¬ 
propriately titled “Hard Words for 
a Bookshop.” “It’s sad that the New 
York community is unwilling or 
unable to support a gay and les¬ 
bian bookstore,” Deacon Maccub- 
bin, owner of the successful Lamb¬ 
da Rising bookstore in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., said. Alyson Publica¬ 
tions’ marketing director, Dan 
Cullinane, went a step further and 
called the lack of support for the 
store a “damn shame.” And Oscar 
Wilde’s owner, Larry Lingle, an¬ 
nounced that there would be no 
close-out sale because he didn’t 
want to offer bargains to potential 
“vultures” who hadn’t bothered to 
shop there while it was in business. 

In particular, LGBT youth are 
receiving more blame than mid¬ 
dle-aged and senior gay peo¬ 
ple for the death of book¬ 
stores like Oscar Wilde. In a 
report in the Times last sum¬ 
mer about the possible shut¬ 
tering of Oscar Wilde, gay 
writer Charles Flowers 
faulted queer youth 
for either not caring 
about our bookstores 
or being “dis¬ 
tracted by 
other media 
like music and 
movies.” The writer of the article, 
Martin Arnold, harshly concluded 
that “unless younger gays bring 
some of their pride to the litera¬ 
ture relevant to them ... such 
stores will soon be extinct, and 
that will be another unfortunate 
chip in our culture.” Patronizing 
statements like those remind me 
of being chastised by my father as 
a teenager for listening to the Bea¬ 
tles instead of Frank Sinatra. 

The blaming is excessive and 
unfair, since small businesses, gay 
and straight, close for a complex 
combination of reasons all the 
time. Independent bookstores 
have had a hard time competing 
against big chains like Borders and 
surviving in an increasingly Inter¬ 
net-based book-selling industry. 

But there’s also an implied ex¬ 
pectation in the blame for Oscar 
Wilde’s end that the gay and les¬ 
bian community should remain 
static. This echoes, too, among gay 
people who romanticize the gay 
past, much of which - let’s face it 
- was actually pretty grim. I once 
listened, astounded, to a gay his¬ 
torian as he waxed nostalgic about 
the good old days - in his view, the 
times when gay men had few ways 
to meet each other for sex except 
in seedy public spaces. 

Being nostalgic about gay his-

tory, however, is different from 
appreciating and respecting it. 
Here’s something I’m thankful 
for: When Craig Rodwell opened 
Oscar Wilde in 1967, he took a 
brave risk as an in-your-face ac¬ 
tivist, hanging a sign in the win¬ 
dow that read “A Bookshop 
for the Homophile Move¬ 
ment.” Rodwell’s shop and 
the many others that took 
their inspiration from it 
served as ad-hoc gay centers 
where both schmoozing 
and organizing could take 
place - the first gay Pride 
march was planned at 
Oscar Wilde. 
These book- 
____ _ stores eventu¬ 

ally helped 
create a market for gay books and 
ushered in a flowering of gay and 
lesbian literature, making the ca¬ 
reers of many queer novelists and 
nonfiction writers, myself includ¬ 
ed, possible. 

But many older bookstores 
never really made the shift from 
1970s and 1980s gay-liberation 
activism to 21st century business, 
from the old economy to the new. 
And like their straight counter¬ 
parts, gay consumers shouldn’t be 
reproached for preferring the con¬ 
venience of online bookstores - 
which, in fact, make it easy to pur¬ 
chase older and even out-of-print 
gay and lesbian titles that small 
bookstores can’t afford to stock. 

The fact is, although the gay 
community did put Oscar Wilde 
out of business, it did so by grow¬ 
ing and changing. We now have a 
network of real, not ad-hoc, local 
community centers across the 
country; the New York center cel¬ 
ebrates its 20th anniversary this 
year. Its laudable longevity is due 
not just to good management but 
to a willingness to adapt itself and 
grow along with the community it 
serves. Just recently, for example, 
it raised money to open a state-of- 
the-art cyber center. Interestingly, 
when I was on that center’s board 
in the mid-1990s, some of us used 
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to say that our ultimate goal as gay 
activists was to put ourselves out 
of business. 

I’d love to see less hand-wring¬ 
ing about the closing of gay book¬ 
stores and more appreciation for 
our community’s amazing re¬ 
silience and ability to re-invent it¬ 
self according to the times. Why 
don’t those who are distraught 
about Oscar Wilde’s demise take 
some proactive steps? They could 
start a group to lobby for the site’s 
designation as a city landmark, or 
even a national one, like the 
Stonewall Inn - which would help 
preserve Rodwell’s amazing legacy 
for queer generations to come. T

“When I came out, he got me to 
partially disrobe and tolcj me he 
was going to search me. Then he 
started groping my genitals, trying 
to figure out what they were.” 

Remarks about his genitals, as 
well as general harassment about 
his transgender status, pervaded 
the experience, said Haaland. 

The original case was thrown 
out of federal court, then moved 
back to state court after an appeal. 
Witnesses reportedly confirmed 
the incident during depositions, at 
which point the city decided it was 
in its best interest to settle. 

“The reason that I filed this was 
I wanted to raise awareness about 
sexual assault by law enforcement 
against transgender people. I’m 
cognizant of the fact that some 
people are not aware that this oc¬ 
curs or that some people do not 
see it as a serious civil rights issue 
that we need to organize around. I 
feel differently,” Haaland told the 
B.A.R. on Tuesday, January 28. “I 
was fortunate to have witnesses to 
the event, which obviously made 
my case stronger... my hope is that 
people feel safe to come forward 
when these incidents occur.” 

For the past few years, the annu¬ 
al hate violence report compiled by 
Community United Against Vio¬ 
lence has shown that half of all anti¬ 
transgender assaults are committed 
by law enforcement officials.

Afraid for her safety, the 
woman left. The man followed her 
outside, however, and continued 
to scream obscenities, telling her, 
“Why don’t you come clean my 
house, bitch?” A group of women 
walking by.saw the commotion 
and tried to intervene. The man 
called them names as well. The 
group laughed and the suspect got 
into his car, described as a newer 
black BMW, and drove north¬ 
bound on Noe toward 14th Street. 
Four days later, the woman saw 



the same man inside Gold’s Gym 
on Brannan Street. The man 
caught her eye and told her, “You 
stupid lesbian bitch” and blocked 
her path in the hallway. The 
woman told the man to leave her 
alone, that he was racist and ho¬ 
mophobic. “I can’t be homo- 
phobic, I’m gay myself,” 
the man replied, still 
blocking her path. 
Fearing for her safety, 
the woman dialed 911 
on her cell phone. The 
suspect, described as a 
white male with a 
muscular build 
and short blond 
hair, ran out of the 
gym in an un¬ 
known direction. The woman 
filed a police report at 850 Bryant 
Street. 

Bug chaser? 

18th and Castro, January 26, 
2:11 a.m.: Police responded to a 
report of a man who was punched 
in the face. Responding officers 
found the victim on the corner 
who stated he was standing in 
front of Harvey’s bar when a 
stranger approached him and 
stated, “You hit my car, mother¬ 
fucker” and then punched him in 
the face with a closed fist.

PFLAG unveils scholarship program

P H FLAG - Parents, Families 
¥ and Friends of Lesbians 
and Gays - unveiled a new 
scholarship program at the Na¬ 
tional Press Club in Washington, 
D.C.. on January 23. The first 
scholarship will be named the 
Esera Tuaolo Student-Athlete 
Scholarship, in honor of the re¬ 
tired pro football player who re¬ 
cently came out. 

David Tseng, PFLAG’s execu¬ 
tive director, said the scholarship is 
being established to honor Tuaolo 
for his courage. It will be awarded 
to a GLBT student or straight ally 
who needs the help, with funding 
coming from the estate of an 
anonymous gay man. The process 
will be established later this year 
with the first scholarships award¬ 
ed for the fall of 2004. 

“I’m so honored, this is the 
first scholarship in my name,” 
Tuaolo said. Throughout his col¬ 
lege and pro career he “was living 
with a secret” of his homosexual¬ 
ity. He was depressed because he 
thought that it meant that he 
could not have a family. “But now 
I do have that picket fence” and 
everything else. 

“When I came out, it was for 
my family,” he said. “By that I 
mean for my husband and our 
children. So that they would know 
that their fathers were comfort¬ 
able and proud of who they were.” 

Tuaolo wouldn’t encourage 
pro athletes to come out. “The 
reason is, I’ve been there and I’ve 
done this. It’s also our livelihood,

and for me it was about being able 
to help my mom and some of my 
brothers and sisters.” He thought 
that any athlete who came out 
would “get hurt” and “probably 
lose their job.” 

He said that reaction from the 
community has been great. At 
Aspen Ski Week, a lesbian whose 
father works with high-profile 


jocks came up to him and said, 
“You’re the reason why my father 
accepts me now.” 

“It helped me realize that my 
story is helping people,” he said. 

Representative Robert Matsui 
(D-California) spoke movingly of 
the internment of Japanese Amer¬ 
icans during World War II. He was 
relocated to one of those camps at

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six months of age and spent the 
next three and a half years living 
there. It happened because of “an 
absence of political leadership.” 

He praised PFLAG for “doing 
something very fundamental 
...that every child in America 
should have the right to achieve 
what he or she is capable of, with¬ 
out any impediments, without any 
distractions. By your leadership 
on these issues, you are providing 
those fundamental rights for that 
child.” 

Sam Thoron, PFLAG’s presi¬ 
dent, said the group exists “at least 
in part to reconcile and reunite 
families” to the fact that someone 
among them is GLBT. “The loving 
support of our families is critical 
in how we perceive ourselves and 
how we go out and approach a 
hostile world.” 

“Our work is to change social 
attitudes,” Thoron added. “Our 
work is to change hearts and 
minds where we can reach them. 
So that GLBT people no longer 
need fear coming out to their fam¬ 
ilies.” 

In a private conversation, 
Thoron related how his daughter, 
then 19, came out to Thoron and 
his wife in January 1990. “When 
Ruth came out to us, we realized 
that she had not changed, and that 
we needed information and sup¬ 
port to deal with this somewhat 
painful new information.” They 


became involved with PFLAG 
about six weeks later. 

“We wanted information and 
support, we wanted to talk to peo¬ 
ple who have walked the path. 
And we found we could do this at 
PFLAG,” said Thoron. A few 
months later he got roped into the 
governing leadership of the San 
Francisco chapter. “The helpline 
telephone ended up getting into 
our house so I answered the calls 
and found that I could answer re¬ 
quests for speaking and help peo¬ 
ple by sharing my story.” 

That was the start of more 
than a decade of leadership with¬ 
in the organization at the local, re¬ 
gional, and national levels. 

“What we are doing is chal¬ 
lenging some very, very basic con¬ 
cepts about gender roles,” he said. 
We are seeing, particularly in the 
schools, anyone who doesn’t quite 
fit the stereotype of a gender role 
is subject to enormous cruelty.” 

He said that parents often can 
play a greater and more effective 
role in changing the law than can 
their kids. “Somehow it is much 
more powerful for me to go to a 
legislator and say, ‘I’m scared for 
my daughter,’ than for my daugh¬ 
ter to go and say, ‘gosh, I’m scared.’ 
Because there still is the underly¬ 
ing perception that it is a choice. 
Well, she did make a choice, to be 
open and honest about who she 
is.” ▼ 


Homophobe will not 
sit on presidential 
AIDS council

■ erry Thacker, an archconserv- 
% ative Christian and homo- 
1(P phobe, will not be heading 
for a seat on the Presidential Ad¬ 
visory Council on HIV/AIDS. The 
nomination was all but officially 
announced when press reports, 
first in the gay press and then the 
daily press, highlighted Thacker’s 
characterization of AIDS as a “gay 
plague.” 

But as soon as that headline hit 
the front page of the Washington 
Post on January 23, Thacker was 
toast. He withdrew his name from 
consideration that morning. 

Presidential spokesman Ari 
Fleischer couldn’t run fast enough 
from the language at the morning 
news conference. He disagreed 
with Thacker’s assertion that “ho¬ 
mosexuality is a death-style.” 
“Those words are as wrong as they 
are inappropriate. And they are 
not shared by the president,” said 
Fleischer. 

He said an appointment had 
not been made and tried to buck 
the decision-making on ap¬ 
pointees over to the Department 
of Health and Human Services,

calling them “appointments made 
at the Cabinet level.” 

HHS Secretary Tommy 
Thompson denied ever having 
heard of Thacker before and 
passed responsibility down the 
bureaucratic chain of command, 
without quite naming names as to 
who was responsible.

Also, read it 
each time you get your KALETRA prescription refilled, in case something 
has changed. This information does not take the place of talking with your 
doctor when you start this medicine and at check ups. Ask your doctor if 
you have any questions about KALETRA. 

What is KALETRA and how does it work? 

KALETRA is a combination of two medicines. They are lopinavir and 
ritonavir. KALETRA is a type of medicine called an HIV (human 
immunodeficiency virus) protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. KALETRA is 
always used in combination with other anti-HIV medicines to treat people 
with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. KALETRA is for adults 
and for children age 6 months and older. 

HIV infection destroys CD4 (T) cells, which are important to the immune 
system. After a large number of T cells are destroyed, acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS) develops. 

KALETRA blocks HIV protease, a chemical which is needed for HIV to 
multiply. KALETRA reduces the amount of HIV in your blood and increases 
the number of T cells. Reducing the amount of HIV in the blood reduces 
the chance of death or infections that happen when your immune system 
is weak (opportunistic infections). 

Does KALETRA cure HIV or AIDS? 

KALETRA does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of 
KALETRA are not known at this time. People taking KALETRA may still 
get opportunistic infections or other conditions that happen with HIV 
infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus 
infections, and Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections. 

Does KALETRA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

KALETRA does not reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual 
contact or blood contamination. Continue to practice safe sex and do not 
use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take KALETRA? 

• You should stay under a doctor’s care when taking KALETRA. Do not change 
your treatment or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

• You must take KALETRA every day exactly as your doctor prescribed it. 
The dose of KALETRA may be different for you than for other patients. 
Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written on the label. 

• Dosing in adults (including children 12 years of age and older): The usual dose 
for adults is 3 capsules (400/100 mg) or 5.0 mL of the oral solution twice a 
day (morning and night), in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Dosing in children from 6 months to 12 years of age: Children from 6 months 
to 12 years of age can also take KALETRA. The child’s doctor will decide the 
right dose based on the child’s weight. 

• Take KALETRA with food to help it work better. 

• Do not change your dose or stop taking KALETRA without first talking 
with your doctor. 

• When your KALETRA Supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor 
or pharmacy. This is very important because the amount of virus in your 
blood may increase if the medicine is stopped for even a short time. The 
virus may develop resistance to KALETRA and become harder to treat. 

• Be sure to set up a schedule and follow it carefully. 

• Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not 
give KALETRA to others or take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

What should I do if I miss a dose of KALETRA? 

It is important that you do not miss any doses. If you miss a dose of KALETRA, 
take it as soon as possible and then take your next scheduled dose at its regular 
time. If it is almost time for your next dose, do not take the missed dose. Wait 
and take the next dose at the regular time. Do not double the next dose. 

What happens if I take too much KALETRA? 

If you suspect that you took more than the prescribed dose of this medicine, 
contact your local poison control center or emergency room immediately. 
As with all prescription medicines, KALETRA should be kept out of the reach 
of young children. KALETRA liquid contains a large amount of alcohol. If a 
toddler or young child accidentally drinks more than the recommended dose 
of KALETRA, it could make him/her sick from too much alcohol. Contact your 


local poison control center or emergency room immediately if this happens. 

Who should not take KALETRA? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether KALETRA is right 
for you. 

• Do not take KALETRA if you are taking certain medicines. These could 
cause serious side effects that could cause death. Before you take 
KALETRA, you must tell your doctor about all the medicines you are 
taking or are planning to take. These include other prescription and non¬ 
prescription medicines and herbal supplements. 

For more information about medicines you should not take with KALETRA, please 
read the section titled “MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA.” 

• Do not take KALETRA if you have an allergy to KALETRA or any of its 
ingredients, including ritonavir or lopinavir. 

Can I take KALETRA with other medications?* 

KALETRA may interact with other medicines, including those you take 
without a prescription.

• Do not take the following medicines with KALETRA because they can 
cause serious problems or death if taken with KALETRA. 

- Dihydroergotamine, ergonovine, ergotamine and methylergonovine 
such as Cafergot®, Migranal®, D.H.E. 45®, Ergotrate Maleate, 
Methergine, and others

•Do not take KALETRA with rifampin, also known as Rimactane®, 
Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate®. Rifampin may lower the amount of 
KALETRA in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Do not take KALETRA with St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), an 
herbal product sold as a dietary supplement, or products containing St. 
John’s wort. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or planning to take St. 
John’s wort. Taking St. John’s wort may decrease KALETRA levels and 
lead to increased viral load and possible resistance to KALETRA or cross¬ 
resistance to other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Do not take KALETRA with the cholesterol-lowering medicines Mevacor® 
(lovastatin) or Zocor® (simvastatin) because of possible serious 
reactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions between 
KALETRA and Lipitor® (atorvastatin); talk to your doctor before you take 
any of these cholesterol-reducing medicines with KALETRA. 

Medicines that require dosage adjustments: 

It is possible that your doctor may need to increase or decrease the dose 
of other medicines when you are also taking KALETRA. Remember to tell 
your doctor all medicines you are taking or plan to take.

Your doctor can explain these 
symptoms to you. 

• If you are taking oral contraceptives (“the pill") to prevent pregnancy, you 
should use an additional or different type of contraception since 
KALETRA may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

• Efavirenz (Sustiva™) or nevirapine (Viramune®) may lower the amount of 
KALETRA in your blood. Your doctor may increase your dose of KALETRA 
if you are also taking efavirenz or nevirapine. 

• If you are taking Mycobutin® (rifabutin), your doctor will lower the dose 
of Mycobutin. 

• A change in therapy should be considered if you are taking KALETRA with: 

Phenobarbital 

Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These medicines may lower the amount of KALETRA in your blood and 
make it less effective. 

• Other Special Considerations: 

KALETRA oral solution contains alcohol. Talk with your doctor if you are 
taking or planning to take metronidazole or disulfiram. Severe nausea 
and vomiting can occur. 

• If you are taking both didanosine (Videx®) and KALETRA: 

Didanosine (Videx®) should be taken one hour before or two hours after 
KALETRA. 

What are the possible side effects of KALETRA? 

• This list of side effects is not complete. If you have questions about side 
effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You should report any new 


or continuing symptoms to your doctor right away. Your 
doctor may be able to help you manage these side effects. 

• The most commonly reported side effects of moderate severity that are 
thought to be drug related are: abnormal stools (bowel movements), 
diarrhea, feeling weak/tired, headache, and nausea. Children taking 
KALETRA may sometimes get a skin rash. 

•Blood tests in patients taking KALETRA may show possible liver 
problems. People with liver disease such as Hepatitis B and Hepatitis C 
who take KALETRA may have worsening liver disease. Liver problems 
including death have occurred in patients taking KALETRA. In studies, it 
is unclear if KALETRA caused these liver problems because some 
patients had other illnesses or were taking other medicines. 

• Some patients taking KALETRA can develop serious problems with their 
pancreas (pancreatitis), which may cause death. You have a higher chance 
of having pancreatitis if you have had it before. Tell your doctor if you have 
nausea, vomiting, or abdominal pain. These may be signs of pancreatitis. 

• Some patients have large increases in triglycerides and cholesterol. The 
long-term chance of getting complications such as heart attacks or stroke 
due to increases in triglycerides and cholesterol caused by protease 
inhibitors is not known at this time. 

• Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) occur in patients taking 
protease inhibitors such as KALETRA. Some patients had diabetes before 
starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some patients need changes 
in their diabetes medicine. Others needed new diabetes medicine. 

• Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking antiretroviral 
therapy. These changes may include increased amount of fat in the upper 
back and neck ("buffalo hump"), breast, and around the trunk. Loss of fat 
from the legs, arms and face may also happen. The cause and long term 
health effects of these conditions are not known at this time. 

• Some patients with hemophilia have increased bleeding with protease inhibitors. 

• There have been other side effects in patients taking KALETRA. However, 
these side effects may have been due to other medicines that patients were 
taking or to the illness itself. Some of these side effects can be serious. 

What should I tell my doctor before taking KALETRA? 

• If you are pregnant or planning to become pregnant: The effects of 
KALETRA on pregnant women or their unborn babies are not known. 

• If you are breast-feeding: Do not breast-feed if you are taking KALETRA. 
You shouldnot breast-feed if you have HIV. If you are a woman who has 
or will have a baby, talk with your doctor about the best way to feed your 
baby. You should be aware that if your baby does not already have HIV, 
there is a chance that HIV can be transmitted through breast-feeding. 

• If you have liver problems: If you have liver problems or are infected with 
Hepatitis B or Hepatitis C, you should tell your doctor before taking KALETRA. 

• If you have diabetes: Some people taking protease inhibitors develop new 
or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Tell your doctor if you have 
diabetes or an increase in thirst or frequent urination. 

• If you have hemophilia: Patients taking KALETRA may have increased bleeding. 
How do I store KALETRA? 

• Keep KALETRA and all other medicines out of the reach of children. 

• Refrigerated KALETRA capsules and oral solution remain stable until the 
expiration date printed on the label. If stored at room temperature up to 77°F 
(25°C), KALETRA capsules and oral solution should be used within 2 months. 

• Avoid exposure to excessive heat. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure 
that if you throw any medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 
General advice about prescription medicines: 

Talk to your doctor or other health care provider if you have any questions 
about this medicine or your condition. Medicines are sometimes prescribed 
for purposes other than those listed in a Patient Information Leaflet. If you 
have any concerns about this medicine, ask your doctor. Your doctor or 
pharmacist can give you information about this medicine that was written for 
health care professionals. Do not use this medicine for a condition for which 
it was not prescribed. Do not share this medicine with other people.

Department of Public Health, as¬ 
serted in an online Newsweek ar¬ 
ticle last week and to the Gay and 
Lesbian Alliance Against Defama¬ 
tion that the statements attributed 
to him on infection rates are “to¬ 
tally false. I never said that. And 
when the fact checker called me 
and asked me if I said that, I said 
no. I said no. This is unbelievable.” 

Yet in an interview with the Bay 
Area Reporter Monday, January 27, 
the openly gay Cabaj not only said 
he liked the article but said that in¬ 
deed, he originally did agree that at 
least 25 percent of all newly infect¬ 
ed gay men are seeking the virus. 

“The reporter asked me about 
a percent and he said could it be 
25 percent. I said it might well be,” 
Cabaj told the B.A.R. “But then I 
talked to the fact checker and said 
I didn’t want that number used. 
The 25 percent is the only thing 
truly inaccurate. The idea of the 
subject needs to be explored.” 

While Cabaj, a psychiatrist who 
has a private practice and is past 
president of the Gay and Lesbian 
Medical Association, says bug 
chasing is a real trend he sees in his 
patients, he readily admits he only 
has anecdotal evidence. And while 
he would not give a definitive 
number, Cabaj said he does think 
there is a certain percentage of gay 
men who are putting themselves 
deliberately at risk to contract 
HIV. He says it is especially true in 
the queer homeless youth he sees. 

“For a lot of runaway kids the 
only way to get housing and 
health insurance is to get infect¬ 
ed,” said Cabaj. “They are not try¬ 
ing to get infected for any sexual 
or higher emotional reason but 
just to get food and housing.” 
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He said the Rolling Stone re¬ 
porter was “trying to use it in a 
narrow definition as bug chasers. 
There is a bigger group of people 
who don’t take precautions and 
know they are at high risk. There 
is a bigger group out there that 
keep putting themselves at risk 
and I don’t think the AIDS pre¬ 
vention organizations have honed 
their message to reach that group.”' 

In regard to bug chasers, many 
HIV prevention officials say they 
don’t believe it is a widespread 
problem. 

“When you read the DPH’s 
epidemiological report for 2001 it 
doesn’t pop up as a big factor of 
what is going on right now,” said 
Jeff Sheehy, a public affairs officer 
with the University of California 
San Francisco AIDS Research In¬ 
stitute. “If somebody called me on 
that I would refer them to the epi 
folks at DPH, but I have seen no 
data to support that being a story.” 

Shana Krochmal, spokes¬ 
woman for the Stop AIDS Project, 
agreed that bug chasing is not high 
on her agency’s list of concerns. 
While she admits she told the 
Rolling Stone reporter she didn’t 
believe the topic warranted a trend 
piece, Krochmal said, “I think it is 
a real misnomer to say there is a 
cover-up by the AIDS establish¬ 
ment. Organizations wouldn’t tell 
you that we are unaware of this 
subject. We have been aware of this 
subject for a long time.” 

Although bug chasing may ap¬ 
pear on the radar at her agency, 
Krochmal said Stop AIDS has yet 
to see any evidence to warrant 
using what limited resources the 
agency has to address the topic. 

“The actual crisis is the num¬ 
ber of gay men who don’t feel like 
their lives are worth protecting,” 
she said. “It is important for us to 
focus our resources on men for

ment and housing are clearly basic 
human rights to which every 
American is entitled.” 

Leno will also chair a new state 
Assembly Select Committee on 
LGBT Families. The committee, 
which Leno conceived and pushed 
Assembly Speaker Herb Wesson 
(D-Los Angeles) to create, will ad¬ 
dress the discrimination in law 
and social circumstances such 
families face. 

Topics Leno expects to cover 
include the treatment of bination¬ 
al couples, legal concerns of LGBT 
parents, adequate care of LGBT 
youth in the juvenile justice sys¬ 
tem, and appropriate care for chil¬ 
dren who are born intersexed. 
Through the committee, Leno 
hopes to bring these issues and 
other LGBT concerns to a 
statewide audience. 

“People from the LGBT com¬ 
munity have families with their 
partners, parents, relatives, chil¬ 
dren, and an array of groupings 
built around love,” Leno said. “It is 
vital to them and to society that 
we protect these families from dis¬ 
crimination.” «■» 

The committee will most likely 
lend support to the Foster Youth 
Anti-Discrimination Act of 2003, 
authored by straight ally, Assembly¬ 


woman Judy Chu (D-Monterey 
Park), and being pushed by the 
LGBT Caucus. The bill would ban 
discrimination based on sexual 
identify and gender in the state’s 
foster care system. The bill would 
require social workers, foster par¬ 
ents and group home administra¬ 
tors to receive training about the 
rights of LGBT children in their 
care. 

A similar bill was vetoed last 
year by Governor Gray Davis. 

“Bias and discrimination have 
no place in California’s foster care 
system,” said Chu. 

The LGBT Caucus is the na¬ 
tion’s first such legislative group to 
form in any of the country’s full¬ 
time state legislatures. The caucus 
is comprised of Leno, Kehoe, and 
Goldberg, as well as Assemblyman 
John Laird (D-Boulder Creek), 
and state Senator Sheila Kuehl (D- 
Santa Monica). 

Along with the bills champi¬ 
oning the rights of the LGBT 
community, the caucus is arguing 
the four bills would help Califor¬ 
nia’s coffers as it grapples with an 
estimated $35 billion budget 
deficit. According to the lawmak¬ 
ers, the domestic partner bill 
would take people off the state’s 
health care system and the trans¬ 
gender bill would add taxpayers 
and help people get off welfare. 

“California cannot afford the cost 
of discrimination,” Laird said. ▼

whom an intervention actually 
helps them understand the real 
life effects of unsafe sex.” 

Film eagerly awaited 

While some working in HIV 
prevention feel the subject of bug 
chasing does not warrant atten¬ 
tion, the new film on the subject, 
The Gift, is already eagerly awaited 
by gay film programmers. 

After its European debut, the 
film will be shown at the Miami 
Gay and Lesbian Film Festival, the 
Mardi Gras Film Festival in Syd¬ 
ney, the Queer Screen in Mel¬ 
bourne, along with being screened 
in three South African cities dur¬ 
ing the Out in Africa Festival. The 
film will also be screened in New 
York City during a conference 
with AIDS policy makers. 

“This film is destined for con¬ 
troversy: certain gay men deliber¬ 
ately seeking to become HIV-pos- 
itive while the developing world is 
being devastated by AIDS,” said 
Louise Hogarth, a lesbian and Los 
Angeles-based filmmaker who 
spent the last two and a half years 
filming and editing the documen¬ 
tary. 

Hogarth’s film features a for¬ 
mer San Francisco resident who 
became infected with HIV after 
entering the world of bug chasing. 
Doug Hitzel, a 21-year-old gay 
man who agreed to participate in 
the film, is also prominently fea¬ 
tured in the Rolling Stone piece. 

Hitzel, who now says he regrets 
his decision to become infected, is 
currently attending a Midwestern 
college and has left San Francisco. 
In an opinion piece in the February 
issue of Poz magazine, Hitzel writes 
that barebacking was the “ultimate 
rebellion” for a kid from the Mid¬ 
west who had always been told 
“have safe sex or die” growing up. 

“The fact is, in the city by the

Bay, there is no longer any pres¬ 
sure to have safe sex,” writes 
Hitzel, who describes his life as a 
bug chaser as a constant pursuit 
for death. “In some ways I knew I 
was on a suicide mission - it was 
my hope to, at some point, wear 
my body out and die.” 

Hitzel agreed to appear in both 
the film and the magazine piece in 
order to “help save people from 
things I’ve had to go through,” he 
states on his personal Web site. 
However, after reading the maga¬ 
zine article, he now says he wishes 
he had not agreed to be quoted. 

“Yes, we should not ignore the 
fact that bug chasers exist, but we 
should not focus on this part! It 
should clue us into what is really 
going on: the fact that too many 
still have unsafe sex,” writes Hitzel. 

Hogarth said she set out to 
make her film specifically because 
she feels AIDS agencies’ preven¬ 
tion messages are failing to reach 
the gay male community. 

“There is a lot of unsafe sex oc¬ 
curring in the gay community. 
People don’t want to talk about 


the issue of HIV. I hope my docu¬ 
mentary serves as a platform to 
get people talking about preven¬ 
tion again,” Hogarth told the 
B.A.R. “I think we have to renew 
prevention in a way.” 

As for the Rolling Stone piece, 
she called it sloppily reported and 
meant to be shocking. Hogarth said 
she tried not to sensationalize the 
issue in her film, which highlights 
four men who all are bug chasers 
from various parts of the country. 

“It’s good to raise the issue. 
There is a lot of‘Don’t Ask, Don’t 
Tell’ out there in San Francisco,” 
she said. “A lot of people don’t test 
any more so they can say they are 
negative. There is a subtle thing in 
the gay community that is not 
talked about: condoms are not 
being used.” 

Throughout her film, Hogarth 
said she tries to stress that the old 
condom code and prevention 
methods may have worked in the 
short-term but do not apply over 
the long-term. 

“We thought it was going to be 
a short-term health crisis. We 
wanted to protect people who are 
positive and make their lives 
okay,” she said. “We need to 
change the messages and the doc¬ 
umentary shows that. The issue is 
the failure of prevention. What we 
are doing now is not working.” 

In the end, Hogarth said she 
hopes to help other young gay 
men avoid what happened to 
Hitzel. And for his part, Hitzel 
writes on his home page: “I can’t 
deny the fact that I took some 
crazy actions to get myself to 
where I am today: HIV-positive. 
And I have to live with that every 
day of my life. But I will continue 
to tell my story to try and help 
those that could maybe use it like 
I know I could have used it cold 
and alone in San Francisco.” T

Project Inform seeks 
hotline volunteers

I t’s that time again. If you have 
some free time and are interested 
in and knowledgeable about 
HIV/AIDS issues, Project Inform is 
looking for new volunteers for its na¬ 
tional HIV/AIDS treatment hotline. 

The next training session will 
take place Friday, February 7, from 
5:30 to 9 p.m., and Saturday and 
Sunday, February 8 and 9, from 
8:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. Hotline opera¬ 
tors are asked to commit to one 
two- or three-hour shift per week 


for a minimum of six months. The 
shifts occur during business hours 
Monday-Friday and on Saturdays. 

Currently, about 50 volunteers 
staff the hotline. They answer 
phone calls, provide HIV treat¬ 
ment information, and give callers 
support for developing effective 
treatment strategies. Hotline op¬ 
erators also provide information 
about how to access treatment, 
and provide referrals to other or¬ 
ganizations who offer critical ser¬ 
vices to HIV-positive individuals. 

Due to the increasing number 
of people seeking Spanish lan¬ 


guage services, the agency encour¬ 
ages bilingual English/Spanish 
volunteers to apply. 

The hotline receives more than 
25,000 calls a year from women, 
men, youth, transgenders, and peo¬ 
ple of color who are HIV-positive; 
doctors, nurses, service providers, 
and social workers; and family and 
friends of people living with HIV.

earn Tsunami lived up to its 
!; powerful name at Gay 
Games VI in Sydney. The 
team sent 76 swimmers, plus two 
squads of 30 water polo players. 

Led by head coach Joe Healy, 
along with assistants Scott Robin¬ 
son and Geoff Glaser, Tsunami 
swimmers racked dp dozens of 
medals in each category. 

Many countries competed, 
with a big influx of locals from all 
parts of Australia and New 
Zealand. The aquatics-friendly 
culture offered many talented 
competitors. 

While records were broken, 
with the meet not happening in 
the U.S., applying to have the 
records recorded back in the 
States can be a tedious process. 
Some records set by gay and les¬ 
bian swimmers don’t sit in the 
record books, because people did¬ 
n’t apply for them. 

Problems of inaccuracies and 
officiating that marred Gay 
Games V were nowhere to be seen. 
Volunteers were affable and 
experienced. Tsunami 
made sure to have all Gay 
Games VI records prop¬ 
erly recorded. 

Glaser completed the 
extensive paperwork and 
application process, but the 
team still hasn’t heard 
whether it has been 
accepted by the U.S. 

But since the 
Games happened in 
another country, de¬ 
spite being a FINA-recognized 
event, “It takes time to post it,” 
said Tsunami stalwart Brian 
Fitzgibbons. 

Along with the incredible array 
of talent, the Sydney Aquatic Cen¬ 
ter’s Olympic pool is notoriously 
fast, with a number of features 
that aided aquatic swiftness. The 
depth is standard all the way 
across, offering consistency. A 
deep pool with a no-wave process 
makes for less resistance. A gutter¬ 
less pool further resists uneven 
waves, which often inhibits swim¬ 
mers in the side lanes. 

Fitzgibbons explained, “When 
you swim in outside lanes, you get 
everybody’s wash, and it bounces 
back into side lanes.” In Sydney, 
the wash, “just flowed right into 
the deck.” 

Lane placement also affects a 
swimmer’s time. Every competitor 
is seeded according to their best 
times, both upon entering compe¬ 
tition, and in preliminaries. Better 
swimmers get better positions in 
central lanes. 

Xanadu 

Fitzgibbons not only compet¬ 
ed and won a few medals (see list); 
he also choreographed the win¬ 
ning entry in this year’s Pink 
Flamingos water ballet competi¬ 


tion, dubbed “Aqua-Mania” at the 
Games. 

Coordinating the amateur 
dance talents of over 50 swimmers 
was a fun yet demanding task. 

With almost a dozen land¬ 
locked rehearsals at Eureka Valley 
Rec Center’s gym, 
and a few hours at 
San Francisco State 
University’s pool, Tsunami’s 
spacious combination of 
dance and swimming num¬ 
bers employed some Aussie- 
pleasing tunes by 
Olivia Newton-John 
and Kylie Minogue. 

Fitzgibbons decid¬ 
ed on the “hit them 
over the head with 
their own culture,” approach. 
While employed by other swim 
clubs who used a bit too much 
Newton-John, they didn’t have 
Tsunami’s choruses of Speedo- 
clad hunks diving through a huge 
cardboard heart into the pool. 

“It was good to have a large 
number of people with things 
happening all the time,” said 
Fitzgibbons. “We’re not the best at 
water choreography.” 

The event’s theme was “South 
Pacific.” Pacific Islander teams 
took pride in performing works 
inspired by their own Maoran, 
Samoan, and other Asian cultures. 
Paris Aquatique wowed the crowd 
with loinclothed guys and hula¬ 
dancing women, but most other 
performances, while festive, 
lacked Tsunami’s all-pool-encom¬ 
passing largess. 

The fun finale to the week’s 
aquatic events, once a no-media 
event, will be a festive part of the 
official Games video and DVD. It’s 
just one of many events that make 
Tsunami as popular out of the 
pool as in it. 

Tsunami’s Super Bowl beer 
bust at the SF Eagle last Sunday 
proved popular for football and 
swimming fans. Raffles and ad¬ 
missions raised more than $3,000 
to help with the International Gay 


& Lesbian Aquatics swim meet 
August 23-24 at Stanford Univer¬ 
sity in Palo Alto. 

Tsunami also gives back in its 
fundraising, with 10 percent of 
the anticipated $60,000 in pro¬ 
ceeds for IGLA ’03 going to the 
San Francisco GLBT Community 
Center and Shanti. 

On Saturday, February 8, USF 
Masters, which includes many 
Tsunami members, will host a 
“Valentine’s Affair,” a great short 
course meet at the Koret Center in 
San Francisco.

ing benefits. Additionally, all 
salaries were frozen at the time, a 
freeze that will remain in effect. 

Last year’s cuts, however, pro¬ 
tected most client services. This 
year’s shortfall cannot afford to do 
the same. 

“Sadly, we are only one of 
many AIDS service organizations 
challenged to respond to a grow¬ 
ing epidemic in an era of severely 
diminished resources,” said Chris¬ 
ten. “We deeply regret the impact 
the poor economy will have on 


people affected by HIV and AIDS, 
as well as on colleagues who have 
contributed so much to improv¬ 
ing the lives of people with AIDS.” 

One bright spot, said Christen, 
is that the agency’s new primary 
fundraiser, “AIDS LifeCycle” has 
already doubled its registration 
from last year, when the event de¬ 
buted amidst legal battles with 
Pallotta Teamworks’ California 
AIDS Ride. 

AIDS LifeCycle incurred ex¬ 
pected costs last year considered 
to be inherent with a first-time 
event, but has since laid the 
groundwork for bringing in more 
money, said Christen. This year’s 


event will take place June 8-14, 
and those interested should visit 
www.AIDSLifeCycle.org. 

Christen also praised local 
community members for contin¬ 
uing to donate despite their own 
personal hardships. 

“We’ve been really touched by 
the fact that donors continue to 
give, often with personal letters 
explaining how they’ve been laid 
off and can’t give as much, but still 
want to be supportive,” said Chris¬ 
ten. “It’s a tribute to this commu¬ 
nity that people are doing the best 
they can. That should be applaud¬ 
ed; it’s the only way we’re going to

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Ware to step down from PACHA

P atricia Ware, the controver¬ 
sial executive director of the 
President’s Advisory Coun¬ 
cil on HIV/AIDS, is expected to 
step down from the panel but will 
remain in a less advisory role in 
the administration, sources tell 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

It is unknown what role Ware 
will continue to play with 
PACHA, but sources close to the 


panel say she has requested to 
serve in a less managerial role. 

“I am not sure if she will con¬ 
tinue at PACHA or not. She has 
been frustrated with her position 
and has asked for a role where she 
can serve as an advocate rather 
than a managerial type,” a Repub¬ 
lican policy maker in Washington 
told the B.A.R. “This really is where 
her strengths are. Some within the 
White House are urging her to stay 
put, but I suspect she will get the 
position she has requested.” 


Ware has come under fire as 
being behind the planned appoint¬ 
ment of homophobe and Christian 
AIDS activist Jerry Thacker, a mar¬ 
ried man who says that he con¬ 
tracted HIV from his wife after she 
had a blood transfusion. 

Ware, who has several college 
degrees, has worked on family and 
adolescent health issues much of 
her life. She directed the federal 
Office of Adolescent Pregnancy 
Programs during the first Bush 
administration and was educa¬ 


tional director of Americans for a 
Sound HIV/AIDS Policy. 

When Ware was first appointed 
to her PACHA role, AIDS activists 
questioned her qualifications and 
raised concerns about her advoca¬ 
cy for abstinence-only sex educa¬ 
tion policies. 

According to a former PACHA 
member, the panel was woefully 
unprepared for meetings under 
Ware’s helm. 

“Pat Ware is completely mis¬ 
cast in her role. Hers is an admin¬ 
istration role but Pat wants to be 
a policy spokesperson,” Stuart 


Burden, a Clinton appointee to 
the panel, told the B.A.R. in De¬ 
cember before his term expired. 

Burden also said it has been ru¬ 
mored for months Ware would 
step down as executive director. 

It remains unclear who would 
replace Ware, but sources predict 
the administration will find some¬ 
one willing to play a low-key role. 

“I suspect that they will find 
someone who will play a lower 
profile role than Pat and be more 
of an administrator and less of a 
public figure,” said the Republican 
source. T

of not having the mainstream fami¬ 
ly - that puts you on guard in the 
world. Though it helps to build one’s 
own personal strength. She has this 
inner strength I don’t.” 

Added Breauna, “Loss makes 
you a better person. It helps you 
develop yourself and other people.” 

That inner strength will be on 
display next month when the fa¬ 
ther-daughter team present a multi- 
media look at their family as part of 
the James C. Hormel Gay and Les¬ 


bian Center’s winter programming. 
The talk will focus on how loss helps 
the spirit grow and coincides with 
the installation of Cassin’s art ex¬ 
hibit “Loss is a Blossom.” 

It was four years ago that 
Breauna began to take on the 
mantle of a gay family rights cru¬ 
sader, when a documentary film 
crew videotaped her 10th birthday 
party for That’s a Family. The film 
examines alternative families and 
is shown to middle and high 
school students. 

She also made four appearances 
on Leeza Gibbon’s talk show to talk 
about growing up with gay parents. 


Last October, she appeared on Mon- 
tel Williams’s show to discuss going 
through puberty with gay dads. 

“It’s the same benefits as hav¬ 
ing a mom and a dad. There is 
nothing different except they look 
different,” said Breauna. 

Breauna and Cassin will re¬ 
count their family’s story at 6 
p.m., Thursday, February 6 in the 
Latino/Hispanic Community 
Meeting Room in the lower level 
of the Main Library, at Larkin and 
Grove streets. Cassin’s art show 
runs through March 15 in the

Ware. She has strong ties to right- 
wing groups like the Family Re¬ 
search Council and Focus on the 
Family. Some members of the 
council have also accused her of 
being antigay. She apparently has 
the strong support of the number 
two person at HHS, Claude Allen, 
another social conservative. 

Even as the controversy was bub¬ 
bling up onto the front pages of the 
news, Thacker and his supporters 
appear to have been at work “sani¬ 
tizing” the various Web pages con¬ 
taining the incriminating language. 

The Gay and Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation documented 


several examples of the changes 
where pages were either no longer 
available or had been changed. 

“It was clear to us from the first 
that the appointment of Thacker 
had absolutely nothing to do with 
addressing the seriousness of the 
HIV/AIDS pandemic as a public 
health emergency, but instead to 
further a homophobic political 
agenda that archconservatives in 
the Republican party have so 
wholeheartedly endorsed,” 
charged Lorri Jean, executive di¬ 
rector of the National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force. 

“Thacker was right to step aside 
and we hope that future adminis¬ 
tration appointments will reflect a 
commitment to epidemiology, not 
fringe ideology,” said Winnie 


Stachelberg, political director of 
the Human Rights Campaign. 

Republican Carl Schmid had 
tried to work with the administra¬ 
tion to warn them of the dangers 
that Thacker posed, but they would 
not listen. He said, “I’m glad that 
Fleischer said they made a mistake.” 

One member of PACHA, 
speaking on background, is fear¬ 
ful that the administration will try 
to make up for the Thacker gaffe 
by scheduling a meeting with the 
president when the committee 
meets at the end of January. But 
the member says the opportunity 
would be wasted because “we 
don’t have anything to say, and it’s 
all because of Pat Ware” and her 
bungling of the administrative 
side of running the committee. ▼

What's hot from

Q ueer films continue to shine in 
and out of competition at the 
Sundance Film Festival, tradi¬ 
tionally a launching pad for quirky 
gay indies like Hedwig and the Angry 
Inch. Here are some highlights from 
last Saturday’s Sundance Audience 
and Jury Awards 2003. 

Die Mommie Die Mark Rucker pre¬ 
sents Charles Busch at his naughty 
diva best, a role that gets Busch the best 
“male” actor award for “the brilliant 
and joyously enter taining portrayal of 
one classy dame.” Follows Busch’s 2000 
Sundance hit , the low-budget camp 
travesty Psycho Beach Party. 

The Mudge Boy Michael Burke spot¬ 
lights Emile Hirsch as a plucky young 
country boy who refuses to knuckle 
under to proper macho behavior, in¬ 
curring the wrath of his father and a 
male buddy, includes some incredible 
scenes, like Hirsch taking the head of a 
live chicken in his mouth. 

Party Monster Featuring the film 
comeback of Home Alone boy actor 
Macaulay Culkin, Party Monster is the 
story of Michael Alig, a New York gay 
hustler currently serving time for the 
murder of his best friend. The film by 
the LA-based duo of Fenton Bailey 
and Randy Barbato {The Eyes of 
Tammy Faye ) is a fictionalized version 
of their earlier documentary. Party 
Monster may provide clues as to 
whether Macaulay will match the se¬ 
rious film-acting r£sum£s of younger 
brothers Kiernan (Igby Goes Down, 
The Dangerous Lives of Altar Boys) 
and Rory ( You Can Count On Me). 

Terminal Bar Stefan Nadelman gets 
the Best Short Film prize for captur¬ 
ing an Irish working-class New York 
bar that Went gay. The film includes 
pictures of the patrons taken by Ste¬ 
fan’s father Sheldon, who worked as 
bartender from 1972 to ’82, when the 
Terminal Bar closed.

he next film you’ll see directed by Monty Python alumnus 
Terry Gilliam probably will be Good Omens, a light-heart¬ 
ed fantasy about Armageddon and a misplaced baby An¬ 
tichrist. This wasn’t the way it was supposed to be. 
Gilliam, the creative genius behind Brazil, The Fisher King, 
and Twelve Monkeys, was planning to entertain us first with 
The Man Who Killed Don Quixote, his adaptation of the Cer¬ 
vantes classic. Budgeted at $32 million and starring Johnny 
Depp, with French legend Jean Rochefort in the title role, 
filming did begin in Spain with astounding sets, costumes, 
and cast all in place. But not for long. Illness, acts of God in¬ 
cluding torrential rains, plus nasty insurance companies, all 
got into the act to put the stops on the action. Consequent¬ 
ly, in all likelihood, you will never, ever see Gilliam’s take on 
Quixote’s impossible dream. 

But you can enjoy Lost in La Mancha: The Un-Making of 
Don Quixote, opening Friday in the Bay Area. 

Documentary directors and lovers Keith Fulton and Lou 
Pepe unintentionally captured this disaster on film, and 
eventually made a silk purse out of a sow’s ear. The duo had 
originally been contracted to capture the making of the film, 
as they had done previously for Three Kings, Insomnia, Ghost 
World and Twelve Monkeys. The result, completed with 
Gilliam’s ironic blessings, has already been declared one of 
the best films about filmmaking ever made. 

“Extremely entertaining, and every film director’s worst 
nightmare!” cooed Woody Allen. “Truly heartbreaking and 
emotionally satisfying,” Robert Altman opined. And “it’s 
comparable to witnessing a traffic accident,” David Gritten of 
the Los Angeles Times raved. 

The filmmakers, together for 11 years, flew in from their 
Silverlake home for some publicity the other week. Keith, tall 
and solidly built with a shaved head, a pierced left ear and 
basso voice, is the more somber of the two. The slighter, more 
angelic Lou, with thick black locks and full lips, is the accor¬ 
dion player in the family and the more “obsessed” one. So

If this summary seems convo¬ 
luted, it is actually a simplistic ver¬ 
sion of what happens on stage. 
The story is told out of sequence, 
with key pieces withheld and set 
amid all forms of diversions, from 
a chase scene choreographed to 
Spike Jones’ “Cocktails for Two” to 
a battle scene played out with as 
much verisimilitude as can be 
mustered on the Rhino stage. On 
top of this, we soon realize that at 
least part of what we’re watching 
is actually from a film based on 
the Army captain’s experiences. 

Internal cohesion 

Fisher’s humor is all over the 
map, from the arcane to the pro¬ 
fane, yet somehow it all pulls to¬ 
gether into a piece that has its 
own logic. It’s what we now know 
as Fisher logic, developed in such 
previous works as Combat!, 
Medea - the Musical, Titus!, and 
Barebacking, a Sex Panic! Comedy. 

It is a logic that benefits in this 
case by Fisher’s own exemplary 
performance as the protagonist 


root for. Jeffrey Hartgraves plays 
eight characters, creating distinct 
personalities for each, including a 
hapless psychiatrist who assures 
the nightmare-plagued amnesiac 
that “dreams are rarely symbolic.” 

Also noteworthy are Treacy 
Corrigan as a kindly Scottish 
woman and her slutty sister, Matt 
Weimer as the bitchy choreogra¬ 
pher, Greg Lucey as a fast-talking 
Hollywood producer and a scary 
doctor, and Sarah Korda in mul¬ 
tiple roles, including a libidinous 
nurse. 

There is imbedded in Fisher’s 
inviting theatrical shenanigans a 
message that is clearly important 
to him. It would be hard to call it 
pro-gay, at least not in the terms 
we are used to, but perhaps it’s a 
sign of a maturing movement that 
the message is no longer preor¬ 
dained. T

Targeting memory 

John Fisher has ' Amnesia' at Theatre Rhino

f hen John Fisher’s name is 
'' - -.. attached to a production, 
if m you pretty much know 
that “tentative” will not be an ad¬ 
jective invoked by reviewers. Fish¬ 
er doesn’t do things by half-mea¬ 
sure, a risky process that, for him, 
pays off more often than not. 
That’s the case with Amnesia, a 
play that mixes together wildly di¬ 
vergent and seemingly incompat¬ 
ible genres with an unflappable 
confidence. 

The current Theatre Rhino 
production, for which Fisher is 
author, director, and leading play¬ 
er, is equal parts satire, spoof, so¬ 
cial commentary, slapstick, ad¬ 
venture, sight gags, and deep 
drama. But the riskiest business of 
all may be a final message that is 
unexpected at a theater that can 
claim to be the oldest gay and les¬ 
bian theater-in the country. 

Amnesia, inspired by the 1942 
movie Random Harvest, tells the 
story of a World War II Army cap¬ 
tain (Fisher) whose mind has 
been erased in a traumatic battle¬ 
field incident. After escaping a 
London hospital, where we have 
shared his nightmares of dancing 
fairies pursued by a tiger with a 
huge human penis, he is given 
refuge by an American film star 
who is fleeing from her career. 

She teaches him about love, 
sex, and making babies, and all is 
well until a conk on the head re¬ 
stores his past memory and erases 
all that happened during the re¬ 
cent months. Back in New York, 
he resumes his career as a Broad¬ 
way designer, and his gay rela¬ 
tionship with an unfaithful chore¬ 
ographer. Somehow, the Holly¬ 
wood star, now suffering amnesia 
herself, arrives at his office, and 
while they don’t recognize each 
other, they do feel a spark of at¬ 
traction.

Michael Bronski looks at gay pulp novels

HI JH ichael Bronski has done it 
iMjj again. His latest book, 
11 1 Pulp Friction: Uncovering 
the Golden Age of Gay Male Pulps 
(St. Martin’s Griffin, $14.95), is a 
groundbreaking and eye-opening 
consideration of a neglected area 
of gay culture. 

This time, Bronski, who has 
previously written about such 
topics as the making of a gay sen¬ 


sibility, slips between the lurid 
covers of gay male pulp fiction 
novels. Looking at the stories and 
writing beyond their erotically en¬ 
ticing cover art, he offers some 
startling conclusions about this 
largely forgotten range of litera¬ 
ture published in the United 
States post-World War II through 
post-Stonewall. 

Pulp Friction is a greatly enter¬ 
taining and informative read. Be¬ 
tween its appropriately cheesy 
covers, Bronski gathers sample 
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tragically; he thought their de¬ 
scriptions of sex would become 
progressively more explicit as cen¬ 
sorship laws slackened towards 
the 1960s. 

On the contrary, he found that 
not all pre-Stonewall gay litera¬ 
ture ends badly. In fact, amid the 
predictable dreck at the bottom of 
the pulp barrel, he found novels 
that “through their empathy and 


artistry [present] com¬ 
plex images of homo¬ 
sexuality and same-sex 
desire to a reading pub¬ 
lic.” The sex in many of 
these works, it turns 
out, is often more ex¬ 
plicit than anything 
published in comparable 
heterosexual novels of 
the period. 

Bronski convincingly 
argues that thinking of 
pre-Stonewall literature 
as a separate category is a 
mistake foisted by a post- 
Stonewall generation 
eager to break with the 
past. “Literary amnesia” is 
also a culprit. But as Bron¬ 
ski rightly points out, “in 
the excitement of reinven¬ 
tion, we had missed the 
comfort of continuity.” 

Bronski’s readings of this 
much-ridiculed genre has 
implications beyond its nar¬ 
row confines. Calling “the 
perennial question of ‘posi¬ 
tive’ and negative’ images in 
gay literature, film and the¬ 
atre ... not particularly helpful, but 
ahistorical and quite useless,” he 
asks that we evaluate with more 
complex standards. Firmly reject¬ 
ing the notion of a literary can¬ 
non, Bronski desires us to read 
more widely, and not judge a book 
by its cover. But Pulp Friction will 
both look good on your bedtime 
table and provide some enticing 
between-the-sheets reading. ▼ 


chapters from nearly two 
dozen examples. They range 
from awkward and idiosyn¬ 
cratic attempts like Memoirs 
of Jeff X (1968) or Michael 
De Forrest’s The Gay Year 
(1949) to solid and moving 
writing like Lonnie Cole¬ 
man’s Sam (1959) or Vin 
Packer’s Whisper His Sin 
(1954). Literary merit, 
though, is often beside the 
point. Each selection offers 
an enthralling look at atti¬ 
tudes and experiences of 
gay life and culture, large¬ 
ly before Stonewall. 

To gather selections, 
Bronski scoured used 
bookstores, the occasion¬ 
al library (most don’t 
hold such popular litera¬ 
ture), gay archives, and 
the growing community 
of gay pulp collectors. 

He read over 200 pulp 
novels and treats them 
as significant if fiction¬ 
alized accounts of pre- 
Stonewall gay life. 


Tragic mistake 

After a brief definition of the 
genre and a look at the paperback 
publishing explosion of the 1950s, 
Bronski’s insightful and concise 
introduction presents some of the 
wrongheaded notions he held 
about this type of book before he 
began the project. Prior to this 
work, he believed the majority of 
pre-Stonewall gay novels ended 
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look at a 52-year-old heterosexu¬ 
al Norwegian physician who has 
been a transvestite all his life. The 
director, Even Benestad, is the son 
of Dr. Esben Benestad, who has 
adopted a second identity as Es¬ 
ther Pirelli, a sex therapist and 
sometimes actress in the small 
town of Grimstad, Norway.

On the same 
bill, Melissa Regan’s short docu¬ 
mentary No Dumb Questions ex¬ 
plores the reactions of three girls, 
ages 6 to 11, to their Uncle Bill 
when he decides to have a sex 
change and become their Aunt 
Barbara. The children are 
adorable, and their questions 
make for a film that is both heart¬ 
warming and hilarious. 

A second double-bill of docu¬ 
mentaries featured Hooked (USA) 
and Pretty Boys (Canada). The 
former, by Todd Ahlberg, explores 
the phenomenon of online cruis¬ 
ing and the sexually compulsive 
behavior many gay men engage in 
when they get “hooked.” The lat¬ 
ter film, by James Dunnison,

4 he growing Palm Springs In- 
x- ternational Film Festival, 
1 which ended last week, pro¬ 
vides a glimpse into upcoming 
films of specific interest to a 
gay/lesbian audience. This year, the 
festival featured nine titles likely to 
appear at this year’s San Francisco 
Gay/Lesbian Film Festival in June, 
and, as always, some of the best en¬ 
tries were documentaries. 

The most extraordinary dou¬ 
ble bill combined Norwegian and 
American documentaries dealing 
with gender identity. All About My 
Father (Norway) is a spectacular 


els. Both films suffer from a sub¬ 
ject matter that lacks depth. You 
can’t take this material too far, but 
the directors at least bring some 
intelligence to their respective 
presentations. 

The most controversial feature 
was Nine Dead Gay Guys (UK), a 
farce directed by Lab Ky Mo in¬ 
volving two Irish rent boys seek¬ 
ing their fortune giving blowjobs 
to Londoners. Somehow they 
manage to stumble across the 
bodies of nine guys in their quest 
for a fortune in hidden cash. Po¬ 
litically incorrect, over the top, 
and extremely silly, Nine Dead 
Gay Guys is a goof that will appeal 
most to those who like their com¬ 
edy broad and stupid. 

Here come the grooms 

Shake It All About (Denmark) 
is a first feature directed by black 
Danish actress Hella Joof. With a 
twist on an old formula, the im¬ 
pending marriage of two men 
(yes, that happens now in Den¬ 
mark) is interrupted when one of

them has an affair with his in¬ 
tended’s sister-in-law. Starting off 
as a light-hearted comedy, the 
film gets lost midway and de¬ 
scends into melodrama before re¬

Swishy stereo¬ 
types abound, but a lesbian char¬ 
acter offers up a great joke com¬ 
paring eating pussy with drinking 
warm beer. You had to be there. 

The Dutch feature, Zus & Zo, 


directed by Paula van der Oest, in¬ 
volves a gay man who plans to 
marry a woman in order to inher¬ 
it a Portuguese seaside hotel for¬ 
merly owned by his father. The 
villains of the piece are the man’s 
three sisters, who set out to thwart 
the marriage so their brother does 
not get to own the Hotel Paraiso. 
A promising premise bogs down 
in an amazingly un-Dutch display 
of mean-spiritedness. Most of the 
woman are portrayed as bitches, 
and the main character’s gender 
identity crisis comes out of left 
field, then gets trivialized. The 
film divides its time between 
urban Dutch locations and the 
Portuguese coastline, but director 
van der Oest should have skipped 
all those filters she used for the 
Portuguese locations. The terrain, 
and the old hotel, are so beautiful 
they don’t need the Doris Day 
treatment. 

Today Palm Springs, tomor¬ 
row the world? Not necessarily, 
but every filmmaker has to start 
somewhere. T

obsessed, he almost completed 
reading Don Quixote. 

“The thing is, it’s too long,”

Curses aside, gay couples who 
make films together appear to be a 
growing trend. There’s Rob Ep¬ 
stein/Jeffrey Friedman with The 
Celluloid Closet, Oliver 
Ducastel/Jacques Martineau with

The Adventures of Felix, Fenton Bai¬ 
ley/Randy Barbato with Party Mon¬ 
ster, plus the Merchant/Ivory team. 
Is this a plus for a relationship? 

“It probably creates such an in¬ 
tense, mutual dependence,” Keith 
explains, “we’ll probably always 
stay together. I mean, through the 
harder times of the personal as¬ 
pects of the relationship, there’s 
always been the work. If we break 
up the relationship, the work’s 
going to go down with it. So in a 
way you can say there are a lot of 


disadvantages to working togeth¬ 
er, but there’s a lot of advantages.

The best 
way to deal with the Oscars is to 
ignore them.”

ian/French cafe music.”

“I’m not a Celine fan,” Lou 
huffs.

“We also have a cat named 
Mrs. Gaskell, after the Victorian 
novelist,” Lou adds.

‘The Lady Eve’ 
lays her traps 

Preston Sturges on DVD

' " atching Criterion’s release 

m 1 of Preston Sturges’ The 
Lady Eve (1941) on the 
heels of Sullivans Travels was a 
valuable exercise. Let’s not mince 
words: The Lady Eve is a superior 
film. With its seeming disinterest 
in serious themes, and its buoyant 
pleasure in the charades humans 
play, The Lady Eve manages to be 
more substantive and richer in 
meaning that the quasi-porten- 
tous Sullivans Travels. 

Cardsharp Jean (Barbara Stan¬ 
wyck) and her “crooked but not 
common” father, the “Colonel” 
Harrington (Charles Colburn), 
decide to fleece millionaire-suck¬ 
er Charles (Henry Fonda) during 
an ocean-liner cruise. The brood¬ 
ing Charles has been up the Ama¬ 
zon for a year on a scientific expe¬ 
dition, which is code in sophisti¬ 
cated Hollywood comedies of the 
1940s for horny as hell. In blatant 
but delightful references to Gene¬ 
sis, Jane/Eve tempts Charles with 
the judicious use of an apple. 
From there, the glorious war be¬ 
tween the sexes begins. 

Stanwyck as duplicitous Jean 
would appear to have everything 
under control. Fonda as Charles 
offers a fairly silly depiction of 
mankind — he’s foggy-headed, 
dewy-eyed, and forever prone to 
pratfalls. He’s the classic nerd; his 
love of snakes is the flipside of his 
inexperience with life. She needs 
him, she says, “like an ax needs a 
turkey.” But it’s not that simple, 
not when his snake starts slither¬ 
ing around his cabin. The other¬ 
wise cool Jane goes shrieking in 
terror. When Charles discovers 
Jane’s identity as a con dame, he 
inflicts further emotional hurt on 
her as best he can. Considering 
that she has fallen in love, the hurt 
cuts deeply. Back and forth the 
power play goes, with foxy Jean 
usually a few steps ahead of sheep¬ 
ish Charles.

It seems to me that in today’s 
climate it would be fairly impossi¬ 
ble to make a movie of such facile 
and fun-spirited sexual politics. 
Eve the temptress as embodied by 
Stanwyck is never castrating. Nei¬ 
ther does she lose her femininity 
or play the game of love (or cards) 
according to the rules of men. 
Quite the contrary, men conform 
to her. Only when she allows love 
to dictate her actions does she give 
up her imperious position. But 
Sturges and Company don’t for 
one minute suggest that is a defeat 
for womankind. Jane has simply 
decided to act as a woman in love. 
In doing so, she loses control and 
autonomy. But such things are 
worth nothing when the heart is 
under lock and key. Love, the ulti¬ 
mate con game, is what brings us 
closer to our humanity. 

Sexual persuasion 

What is it about Barbara Stan¬ 
wyck? She was not a great beauty, 
though she was never lovelier than 
in the Edith Head gowns she wears 
in The Lady Eve. To borrow the 
words of Alan Jay Lerner, “where 
her figure ought to be, it is not.’

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Getting artful with his character 

Actor Philip Seymour Hoffman on his star turn in 'Love Liza'

, hen Philip Seymour 
Hoffman was growing up 
! 1 ! in New York, it was 1986, 
the age of sexual anxiety. “I re¬ 
member coming home my first 
holiday season after starting col¬ 
lege, I was at a party, I was 18 years 
old. I went to NYU, and every¬ 
body was saying, ‘Aren’t you 
scared to go to school in Manhat¬ 
tan?’ ‘What do you mean?’ ‘You’re 
going to get AIDS!’ 

“I was young, and you want to 
party, you want to get crazy, and 
that wasn’t the world I was in any¬ 
more,” said Hoffman in a recent 
interview. “I remember being on 
some very heavy drugs one day in 
Manhattan, watching one of the 
bathhouses close. Now that I look 
back on that, it’s historical.” 

Growing up straight but with 
a tremendous sense of empathy, 
young Hoffman missed AIDS, but 
caught the acting bug instead. 
Since 1991, Hoffman has averaged 
three films a year, becoming a Gen 
X Rod Steiger or Peter Sellers, 
with a penchant for the dark side 
of characters who plumb virtual¬ 
ly every sexual identity. In Paul 
Thomas Anderson’s Boogie 
Nights, Hoffman was Scotty J., the 
sweaty gaffer on a porn movie set 
who suddenly plants a big wet kiss 
on the lips of the film’s star stud. 
In Joel Schumacher’s Flawless, 
Hoffman was transsexual Rusty 
Zimmerman, who knows what it 
means to be fabulous. “Most drag 
queens just want to parade 


around looking flawless. If they 
sing, they lip-sync to records. I’m 
a singer and I’m a female impres¬ 
sionist, I’m an artist!” In Todd 
Solondz’s Happiness, Hoffman 
played his saddest sack, the 
phone-sex voyeur Allen, who can’t 
bring himself to ask a woman out 
on a date. 

Hoffman’s latest role is special 
for him in several ways. In Love 
Liza, Hoffman plays the closest 
he’s come to an everyman. His 
Wilson Joel has had his world 
rocked by the sudden suicide of 
bis young wife, the unseen title 
character. Also, the film is in many 
ways a family affair (a first screen¬ 
play by his brother Gordy, direct¬ 
ed by his buddy Todd Louiso). 
And Hoffman manages for the 
first time in his career the nifty 
task of carrying the film on his 
own acting shoulders — with 
some able support from a veteran 
cast headed up by Cathy Bates. 

Cruel fate 

While there is a common 
thread of sexual dysfunctionality 
in many, although certainly not all 
of the more than 34 characters 
Hoffman has played onscreen, the 
actor is quick to point out that his 
Wilson in Love Liza is actually a 
pretty regular guy blindsided by 
cruel tragedy. He would not nor¬ 
mally be sleeping in his car, get¬ 
ting high sniffing gasoline, or 
going through dramatic mood- 
swings. Early in the film, Wilson, a 
top-shelf programmer of com¬ 
puter games, starts to share a 
lunchroom laugh with fellow

“As the actor, I’ve got to try 
and understand why he would 
keep laughing,” said Hoffman. 
“Probably he started laughing and 
is standing outside himself, 
watching himself: ‘You’re laugh¬ 
ing, you haven’t laughed in two 
weeks.’ So I keep laughing, think¬ 
ing if I stop, I’ll never be able to 
laugh again.” 

Hoffman notes that one of the 
themes of Love Liza is the fate of 
the best-laid plans. “Whatever you 
think is going to happen, whoev¬ 
er you think is in your life or 
you’re in love with, always turns 
on its ass, and how it does that is 
always a surprise.” Hoffman adds 
that his Wilson character is like 
many real-life people going 
through grief, not always easy to 
watch or be around.

M I here are few composers as 
closely associated with New 
if York and the Broadway.stage 
as George Gershwin. Gershwin, 
who died at the tragically young 
age of 38 from a brain tumor, is 
the quintessential New York com¬ 
poser, with songs such as “Sum¬ 
mertime” (from Porgy and Bess) 
and “Rhapsody In Blue” eternally 
linking him’ to the city. The dou¬ 
ble-disc compilation The Essential 
George Gershwin (Sony Classi¬ 
cal/Legacy) opens with Gershwin 
himself performing the composi¬ 
tion “Prelude No. 2 for Piano.” 
The 40 remaining tracks are inter¬ 
pretations of Gershwin songs by a 
stellar assortment of vocalists, all 
of whom more than do the mate¬ 
rial justice. Performed by obscure 
artists (“Oh, Lady, Be Good” by 
Buck 8c Bubbles) or more familiar 
names (“The Man I Love” by Bil¬ 
lie Holiday, “I’ve Got a Crush on 
You” by Ella Fitzgerald, “They All 
Laughed” by Tony Bennett, “It 
Ain’t Necessarily So” by Aretha 
Franklin), the songs retain their 
timeless qualities. Songwriting 
legend Diane Warren contributes 
liner notes about Gershwin’s 
longevity. 

Lyricist Alan Jay Lerner (My 
Fair Lady, Camelot) is given a 
spectacular tribute by Broadway 
■actor Brent Barrett on The Alan 
Jay Lerner Album (Fynsworth 
Alley). Barrett, who counts recent 
productions of Annie Get Your 
Gun, Chicago, and Kiss Me Kate 
among his stage roles, got the idea 
for this album after an Encores! 
concert presentation of On a 
Clear Day You Can See Forever. He 
opens the disc with “Come Back 
to Me” from that show. There is a 
nice mix of the familiar (“They 
Call the Wind Maria” from Paint 
Your Wagon, “I’ve Grown Accus¬ 
tomed to Her Face” from My Fair 
Lady, “I Remember It Well,” a duet

she was. Her line deliveries crack¬ 
le with a wit and grace all but ab¬ 
sent in today’s market.

hen he introduced sopra- 
y Ii no Audra McDonald, the 
i star attraction of the San 
Francisco Symphony’s 2001 open¬ 
ing night gala, conductor Michael 
Tilson Thomas said something to 
the effect that his life was trans¬ 
formed after hearing her sing. 
Coming from a man whose 
•discography includes a Gershwin 
compilation he conducted with 
the great, sassy Sarah Vaughan, 
this is no mean compliment. 

Compliments are legion for 
McDonald. Since bursting onto 
the Broadway scene in Nicholas 
Hytner’s 1994 production of 
Carousel, the Julliard-trained 
singer and actress has made music 
history as the first person to win 
three Tony Awards before reach¬ 
ing the age of 30. Most recently, 
she won the 1998 Tony for her role 
in Ragtime, starred in the Broad¬ 


Two vastly different geograph¬ 
ical locales are the settings for 
George C. Wolfe’s Harlem Song: 
Original Apollo Theater Cast 
Recording (Columbia) and The 
Beautiful Game: Original Cast 
Recording (D<fcca Broadway). 
Harlem Song, a musical history 
lesson beginning in the Harlem of 
1920, is a rich and bountiful as¬ 
semblage of songs performed by a 
sensational cast of vocalists and 
dancers.

pressive artist who knows how to 
invest every note and word with 
meaning. She also possesses im¬ 
peccable taste; nothing is overdone, 
every nuance seems preordained 
by the song at hand. The “right¬ 
ness” of her singing is allied to her 
complete understanding of the 
context from which the music 
originates. Not only is McDonald’s 
voice beautiful, but her range and 
versatility are also extensive enough 
to convincingly encompass every¬ 
thing from Gershwin to Verdi’s 
Lady Macbeth. Most important, 
her spirit is so communicative and 
alive that she positively makes you 
happy to hear her sing. 

Singling out performances for 
praise almost misses the point; 
virtually every phrase McDonald 
sings on Happy Songs is a gem. A 
case in point is Duke Ellington’s 
wordless vocalise, “On a Turquoise 
Cloud.” A far cry from the more 
somber classical Vocalise by Rach¬ 
maninoff, “Turquoise Cloud” be¬ 
comes, in McDonald’s throat, a 
delightfully dreamy, effortless flow 
of. smooth, sensual sound. Her 
quasi-operatic production on this 
selection stands in sharp contrast 
to her idiomatic rendition of 
Harold Arlen/E.Y. Harburg’s “Ain’t 
it de Truth?” (“Life is short, short, 
brother! Ain’t it de truth?/ You 
gotta grab that rainbow/ While 
you still got your youth/ Oh! Ain’t 
it de solid truth?”) 

Audra McDonald is a treasure. 
Unless you’re threatened by joy 
and happiness, you will want to 
hear this disc. T 


Keane offers penetrating if some¬ 
times over-studied commentary; 
she takes such joy from Eve that 
one can hear her voice smiling. 
When the corporeally magnificent 
Eugene Pallette as Fonda’s father 
descends the staircase of his pala¬ 
tial home, we share in her tribute 
to the fine character actor. Like¬ 
wise, the notes by James Harvey 
that accompany this DVD don’t 
hyperventilate or reinvent the 
achievements of Preston Sturges. 
Instead, Harvey simply and per¬ 
suasively builds a case for The 
Lady Eve as a great movie. 

No argument here. One extra¬ 
ordinary scene follows another. 
There are the cruising females 
agog over moneybags Fonda, the 
fantastic dance of motives among 
Colburn, Stanwyck and Fonda 
during a card game, the arrival of 
the “very very” Lady Eve, the pre¬ 
carious dinner roast, that horse!, 
and Eve’s manhappy past revealed 
on the train. The Lady Eve pos¬ 
sesses an obscene number of won¬ 
derful moments. And, yes, they

Sometimes we wonder if Dick 
Cheney has already been cloned by 
those crazies in Italy, as we never 
see him, but someone must be run¬ 
ning the country while every 
member of the Bush Administra¬ 
tion is on TV every day. It used to 
be just the Sunday morning shows.

The pres¬ 
sure from NBC’s hot series Boom- 
town has decimated Sunday night 
ratings for The Practice, which 
now moves to an earlier time on 
Mondays, sandwiched between 
two new series, the sci-fi Veritas: 
The Quest and the scarifying Mir¬ 
acles. We wonder if they will be 
able to sustain more of an audi¬ 
ence than two similar series, Fire¬ 
fly and Birds of Prey, just axed this 
month.

Blue and The Sopranos, focusing 
on a Latino mob family with 
blood and guts to spare, as well as 
hot men and hotter sex thrown 
into the mix, this show is more 
Sopranos than The Sopranos.

Must-see also is another fun 
round of FOX’s American Idol, 
which started up again last week. 
Simon Cowell, queenily vicious as 
ever (when pressed, he admitted 
he would not sign fellow judge 
Paula Abdul for a record con¬ 
tract), is as enjoyable to watch as 
the contestants. Sorry, 
Arsenio, but Star 
Search (debuted last 
week on CBS) just 
doesn’t entice the way 
American Idol does. It 
would be nice, how¬ 
ever, to find some 
queer per¬ 
formers this 
time around.

Cheesecake galore on new classical CDs

- | eal collectors cherish bad 
/ album covers. My favorite is 
1 - the photo of Birgit Nilsson 
as Salome on the cover of the 
original LPs. The only way John 
the Baptist would have lost his 
head to that glowering vamp is if 
she had bitten it off (which looked 
possible). But the first time I re¬ 
member cover art going from 
merely bad to patently salacious 
was with Joshua Bell’s debut

recording, which seems to have 
been packaged with the gay 
American music press (almost a 
redundancy) in mind. Officially, 
the critics, spotting a trend, all de¬ 
plored the pic of young Bell in his 
stone-washed jeans r— but pri¬ 
vately expressed other opinions. 

Today, that cover wouldn’t 
draw a second glance. A record in¬ 
dustry that’s crying wolf-at-the- 
door is stooping to new lows in 
cover art. New CD releases by two 
of my favorite young women mu¬ 
sicians — Helene Grimaud’s 
Rachmaninov Second Piano Con¬ 
certo and five solo works (Teldec) 
and Hilary Hahn’s Mendelssohn 
E-Minor Violin Concerto and 
Shostakovich First Concerto 
(Sony) — have covers I would call 
actionable. Maybe the situation 
really is so bad that artists have no 
choice in these matters. Before I 
go off the deep end deploring the 
indignities, let me say both CDs 
are eminently worth having. 

Grimaud suffers worse. Even 
in Bangkok, the world capital of 
tack, I could hardly believe my 
eyes when I saw her new Rach¬ 
maninov CD. Grimaud isn’t just 
among the better sets of extremi¬ 
ties playing the keyboard today, 
she’s almost frighteningly intelli¬ 
gent and the soul of discrimina¬ 
tion, in every sense of the word. 


finely wrought fitudes-Tableaux 
rival Howard Shelley’s. Her play¬ 
ing in the concerto is entirely in¬ 
dividual and full of interesting in¬ 
flections without wandering into 
idiosyncrasies. The fact that 
there’s nothing left to be said 
about the piece doesn’t stop her 
from treating every note as some¬ 
thing special, and rendering it 
with rare and chaste beauty. By 
contrast, the conducting of 
Vladimir Ashkenazy (whose work 
as the pianist in this concerto is 
legendary) reeks of “Not this 
again,” and the Philharmonia Or¬ 
chestra sounds less tired of the 
concerto than just tired. 

Gifted child 

Hahn recently signed with 
Deutsche Grammophon (a com¬ 
pany that knows how to photo¬ 
graph as well as select artists), end¬ 
ing a weird association with Sony 
Classical that did yield an impres¬ 
sive if small cache of recordings. 
The bad news is that her first DG 
CD is scheduled for 2004, which is 
nice for people who believe in 
2004, but a tease for the rest of us. 
Seldom has a “parent” as richly de¬ 
served to lose a gifted child as 
Sony has to lose Hahn. 

Since her stunning debut CD 
— playing solo Bach that pledged 
no allegiance to any “school” of 
Bach playing and, perhaps as a re¬ 
sult, sounded incontrovertibly 
“right”— Hahn has, while at least 
getting regular work in the studio, 
been put in a weird competition 
with her Sony-affiliated colleague 
Bell, recording work after work 
that Bell had recorded, either re¬ 
cently or famously. If it was her 
idea, she should have been 
stopped; if it was Sony’s, it was 
sadistic, foolhardy, or both. 

The Mendelssohn Concerto 


on her latest CD follows by mere 
months Bell’s second recording of 
the warhorse. Dear Mr. Vivendi, 
Who’s minding the store? For my 
money, Hahn’s Mendelssohn is 
the preferred post-Heifetz record¬ 
ing. I can’t get enough of it. But 
the only people who would want 
or need it are people like me, and 
we’re a tiny segment of the CD- 
buying public. 


The cover photo makes Hahn 
look like a dead ringer for the pat¬ 
ricidal daughter in American 
Beauty whose two desires in life 
are (unreasonably) bigger breasts 
and (reasonably) Wes Bentley. Is 
this more cross-marketing to the 
Tori Amos teen-girl audience? If 
so, they’re in for a shock with 
Hahn’s searing account of the 
Shostakovich, which is seriously 
post-adolescent. I thought you 
had to be Russian to bore your 
way into the dark heart of this 
work, but Hahn’s reading is as 
penetrating as those of David Ois- 
trakh and Maxim Vengerov, and is 
second to neither in technical 
mastery. Sony owed her big-time 
for shackling her to the Academy 
of St. Martin-in-Left-Field for her 
recent Brahms Concerto. It has 
made up, some, with Marek 
Janowski and the Oslo Philhar¬ 
monic Orchestra this time. ▼ 


The album photo of her at the 
piano, not touching the keys but 
fondling a pouty lower lip, begs 
the caption “Kitten of the Keys.” 
Straddling the piano bench in a 
pose Tori Amos would decline, 
Grimaud seems to be peddling 
rump roast, not pedaling Rach¬ 
maninov. 

In fact, Grimaud trains a laser¬ 
like attention on some of the finer 
Rachmaninov to be heard in a 
while. Best is her compelling and 
consistently insightful playing of 
the solo works. The three strong,

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Taking control 
of your health

; n Never Be Sick Again (Health 
Communications Inc., 
$12.95), Raymond Francis 
(with Kester Cotton) outlines a 
new approach to assessing illness 
and managing health. Francis, 
who has a Master’s Degree in Sci¬ 
ence from MIT, feels that the clas¬ 
sic Western approach to disease is 
flawed. This approach focuses on 
symptoms, then identifies specific 
illnesses and treatments to match 
them. Many of these “cures” lead 
to more sickness. An alternative 
view, argues Francis, is that all ill¬ 
ness is the result of cellular mal¬ 
functioning. This malfunctioning 
has two causes: either the body is 
not getting the nutrients it needs, 
or is being poisoned by toxins. 
Both these conditions result in 
disease, both can be controlled, 
and, if not totally eliminated, they 
can be significantly mitigated. 

This may seem simplistic, but 
it makes a great deal of sense. By 
the time symptoms become ap¬ 
parent, cellular malfunctioning is 
fairly far along. By eating proper¬ 
ly and avoiding toxins, this initial 
malfunctioning can be prevented, 
keeping individuals healthy. Fran¬ 
cis identifies six pathways to 
health: Nutrition, Toxin, Psycho¬ 
logical, Physical, Genetic, and 
Medical. Even genetic predisposi¬ 


tions can be tempered by what we 
put into our bodies. 

Francis wrote this book after 
nearly dying from the toxic results 
of medicines given to him to 
combat fatigue. The prescribed 
treatment triggered almost fatal 
allergies that puzzled his doctors. 
Inspired by Norman Cousins’ 
Anatomy of an Illness, Francis 
began to realize that conventional 
medicine was killing him. 

Much of what he says is not 
new. But his synthesizing a great 
deal of information and pointing 
out the shortcomings of treating 
symptoms, rather than on pre¬ 
venting disease, is exceptionally 
helpful. For example, from a nu¬ 
tritional point of view, the biggest 
culprits are white sugar, white 
flour, processed oils and fats, and 
milk products. The typical Amer¬ 
ican diet is high on all four, and 
this accounts in large part for the 
shocking increases over the last 
decade in childhood and adult 
obesity, diabetes, osteoporosis, 
asthma, and other illnesses. This 
diet not only provides empty calo¬ 
ries (no nutrition on a full stom¬ 
ach) but robs the body of essential 
vitamins and minerals. Addition¬ 
ally, the use of chemical fertilizers 
and pesticides has depleted much 
food of its inherent value, while 
adding toxins to what we eat. 

Francis lives in the 21st centu¬ 
ry and realizes most of us are un-

able to grow our own food. He of¬ 
fers commonsense approaches to 
how we should eat. He also dis¬ 
cusses the harmful effects of com¬ 
bining certain foods at one meal 
— for example, proteins and car¬ 
bohydrates are both good, but 
should not be eaten at the same 
time, because they trigger 
maldigestion. (Have steak with 
green vegetables at one meal, and 
eat the baked potato with other 
vegetables at another.) The book 
is filled with practical advice as to 
which products to use, how to 
avoid allergic reactions to chemi¬ 
cals, how to exercise, and how nu¬ 
trition can help with illnesses like 
AIDS, cancer, or heart disease. 

If nothing else, this clearly 
written work (co-author Cotton is 
the editor of Beyond Health News ) 
enables a person to take control of 
his/her health, assess the impact 
dangerous habits may be having 
on it, and, when faced with serious 
illness, act as an informed partner 
in weighing medical options. ▼

- ver 40 years after its original 
publication, Patrick Dennis’ 
Little Me is being re-released 
in a trade paperback edition. 
There are 150 original photos and 
two new introductions, the first by 
Cris Alexander, one of the original 
co-conspirators behind the book, 
and the second by actor/play¬ 
wright/ drag performer par exceU 
lence Charles Busch. In 1999, Eric 
Meyers, Busch’s domestic partner, 
wrote the definitive biography of 
Patrick Dennis entitled Uncle 
Mame. 

Little Me is the faux biography 
of a fictional Hollywood movie 
queen, Belle Poitrine. The book, 


which was subsequently turned 
into a musical play by Neil Simon, 
is also a working definition of 
camp. Dennis sends up all those 
Hollywood memoirs where fa¬ 
mous actresses take a holiday 
from fact, presenting their lives in 
the most flattering light. Dennis’ 
satire is ruthless and often laugh- 
out-loud funny. Belle adopts a 
grande dame pose of moral supe¬ 
riority and uses it to spin the sor¬ 
did truth of her life into Holly¬ 
wood gold. Her illegitimate birth, 
prostitution, adultery, larceny, em¬ 
bezzlement, and two murders are 
all transformed into meritorious 
and blessed events by Belle’s du¬ 
plicitous pen. 

Dennis assembled a bevy of 
friends to play roles in the still 
photographs that illustrate Belle’s 
saga. The Lady herself is portrayed 
by the buxom and beautiful jeri 



Archer. Her photographic accom¬ 
plices include the young Dodie 
Goodman, Peggy Cass, Kaye Bal¬ 
lard, and several attractive male 
members of the New York City 
Ballet, circa 1960. Although the 
one-note tone of Little Me can 
wear a bit thin by the end of the 
opus, it remains a classic of mod¬ 
ern contemporary satire and a 
book to be cherished by all devo¬ 
tees of camp. ▼

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Garrin’s hot 

W atching artists develop is one 
of the rewards of this job, but 
it requires a special commit¬ 
ment to certain artists, making every 
effort to see them at work on a regular 
basis. I’ve managed to do this consis¬ 
tently with only a handful of individu¬ 
als, most notably singer/songwriter 
Garrin Benfieid, who continues to 
hone his talents with exciting results, 
as demonstrated last weekend upstairs 
at Kimo’s, the happening live-music 
dive on Polk St. (formerly a famed 
drag venue)’. When he took the stage at 
close to midnight, Benfieid was on fire, 
singing with greater control and reach 
than ever, and playing guitar as though 
he'were Jerry Garcia, providing ex¬ 
tended riffs to his best known songs. 
He was backed up by Michael Ro¬ 
driguez on keyboards, Joshua Zuck- 
er on stand-up bass, and newcomer 
Aaron Brinkerhoff on drums. At ease 
and clearly well-rehearsed from 
months of touring, Benfieid delighted 
home-town fans, including a bevy of 
alternaboys doting on his every riff. 

In fact, Benfieid draws a broad spec¬ 
trum of fans, of all ages, races, gender 
identities and sexualities, as you can ex¬ 
perience for yourselves this Friday, Jan¬ 
uary 31, in North Beach at Broadway 
Studios (435 Broadway), a grand Art- 
P^co ballroom with a 40-foot^high 
cast-iron ceiltWg over the hardwood- 
floor dance arena. Benfieid and his 
band will take over the big stage to 
open “Local Showcase” at 9 p.m., fol¬ 
lowed by Natasha Miller at 10:30 p.m. 
and Austin Willacy at midnight. Tick¬ 
ets are $10. The doors open at 8 p.m. 
Call Broadway Studios at 291-0333 or 
visit garrin.com for details. 

I’m convinced Benfieid deserves to 
be regarded as one of our great gay 
icons, though he has staked out a 
tough niche for himself as a gay coun¬ 
try/blues rocker with Grateful Dead 
roots, who stubbornly resists compro¬ 
mising his style to appeal to the Boy 
George/Morrisey crowd. 

It’s not that Benfieid hasn’t been 
urged to go a different route. As local 
music/culture critic Camper English 
opined on cramper.com (“Camper’s 
Log,” March 23, 2002): “When I see a 
band that is talented but not commer¬ 
cial enough, I fantasize about being the 
bands’ manager, pushing them to 
compromise their art and sell out for 
success. I’d tell Garrin to just remake 
everything in a pop format.” 

“It’s true, it’s what I need to do,” 
Benfieid said of the remark. But he 
gave a shrug and sly grin that said, “Oh 
well, I guess I’m doomed to obscurity.” 

Somehow I doubt it. He pushes 
himself way too hard for that. His 
drive and ambition are exceeded only 
by his love for his art and his fans. 
Everything came together beautifully 
for Benfield’s recent nation-wide tour 
in support of Nowhere is Brighter 
(Eighth Note Records), which he un¬ 
dertook as a solo artist, accompanied 
only by Manager/Booker/Merch God¬ 
dess Diane Maldaver and Compan¬ 
ion/Publicist/Roadie Jason Durant. 
The route took them through Arizona, 
New Mexico, Oklahoma, Texas, Ten¬ 
nessee, Georgia, Florida, North Car¬ 
olina, Florida, Missouri, Arkansas, 
Kansas, Colorado and Utah — not the 
usual passage for gay musicians seek¬ 
ing fame and fortune. Yet it was a tri¬ 
umph. Everywhere he was received 
with warmth and appreciation. Slowly 
but surely, Benfield’s star is rising.T

hey’re skaterboyz. They 
wear their baseball caps 
backwards. Though they’re 
skinny, all that pushing ’gainst the 
pavement has given them com¬ 
pactly muscled bodies with taut 
torsos. And, in the wonderful 
world of Defiant Productions, an 
indie (aka “amateur”) porn com¬ 
pany where they are the stars, they 
sport woodies just as hard and al¬ 
most as long as their boards, and 
work ’em with as much two-fisted 
energy as you’d expect from an 
18-year-old ’boarder in hormonal 
rage. 

Joe Serna is the auteur behind 
Defiant Productions, and skake- 
boarders are his obsession, prefer¬ 
ably straight ones, and, most 
pointedly, their orgasms. How 
often and how far do they shoot? 
Will they lick up their jiz? And, if 
their buddy hasn’t gotten hard as 
quick as they have while they 
watch het porn, will they give him 
a helping hand? Or mouth? Stick 
around: the plot thickens. 

In much indie porn, the 
kicker’s not the virtuosity -y, 
of a sex act but the 
voyeuristic thrill of its 
reality quotient. Yet such 
voyeurism can beg pa¬ 
tience. I frequently find 
myself waiting for some¬ 
thing to hap¬ 
pen, only 
to realize 

that it’s __ 

been hap¬ 
pening: the dynamic is what it’s all 
about. You get a lot of dynamic 
from the believably straight boys 
in the generous, two-hour-long 
movies from Defiant Productions 
— how will they get to it? How 
much and what sort of banter will 
proceed, diffuse, or heat up the 
act? But in most Defiant product, 
the dynamic also pays off in actu¬ 
al sex, thanks to director Serna’s 
casually yet carefully cultivated 
environment, subtle coaching, 
and, happily, his obsession with 
long-distance orgasms. His boys 
go in for socko Star Search finales. 

I watched two movies of solo 
guys. Although Personal Time is 
pretty uneventful, it does present 
the fabulous Tristan, a sharply an¬ 
gular dude with a sizzling nimbus 
of bright (and naturally) orange 
hair round his fiercely projectile

cock. With verbal sass and unbro¬ 
ken eye contact that punks it right 
to us, he turns himself on end in 
writhing contortions.

Even so, Rockets is a 
much better movie, with

out guys. 
Cleancut 
CJ, strikingly pretty Damian (in 
two scenes, thankfully), smooth 
Bryan, a curly-haired Caravaggio 
named Adam, and muscular skin¬ 
head Bradley, who splatters the 
very top of his bald pate with 
thick goo when he cums: with 
verbal come-on, eye contact and 
action, these guys accost us, hold 
us as tight as the viselike grips 
they’ve got on their all-star bon¬ 
ers. And isn’t it nice to see that 
straight boys are enjoying their 
assholes, using smaller dildos and 
vibrators to enhance their experi¬ 
ence? So let’s blow a load for the 
younger generation. The 
voyeuristic thrill of Rockets is 
great, the fantasy of straight boys 
showing off well-delivered.
